ome  Gmpressions of an cotch Fterds 


By George K. Bailey 


Back to Scotland. From Calrossie we had 
a most beautiful drive down through Inver- 
ness and the Highlands to Pitlochry, where 
we heard some fine piping and saw some 
fine Highland dancing, wild as could be, 
with the men more graceful, and ever so 
much more pleased with themselves, than 
the women. Then we drove through more 
great heather hills to Bleaton, where we 
met Mr. Mitchell, partner and manager in 
the Bleaton herd. And first we had tea 
there in the house close beside the paddock 
where Baron Beauford lived for many 
years; after which we walked through a 
goodly band of heifers, and then set out for 
Essendy, the farm of Mr. Mitchell’s son, 
where the greater part of the herd is now 
kept. Young Mr. Mitchell and his wife 
were both ready to go out with us, despite a 
rain: so out we all sallied, to a most in- 
teresting experience for Mrs. Bailey and 
myself. Because with the possible excep- 
tion of one herd, I think Bleaton has the 
best outfit of stock bulls in the country. 
The head bull, and the greatest, is old Jus- 
tice Eric, from Harviestoun. He has little 
if any of the mean head to him, but he has 
style and carriage, he has the beef, but he 
has more, he has the personality of a true 
herd header, who owns every bit of his field 
without being mean. I don’t think I ever 
saw a bull that impressed me as being so 
much the patriarch as did old Justice Eric. 
Therefore it was even more of a surprise, 
when we were taken to the junior herd sire, 
to see Rosario of Ballindalloch. I believe 
this is the second best individual bull we 
saw in Scotland, and I would believe it 
without the show record. I believe Rosario 
is the best headed bull in Scotland, a land 
that could do with some good heads. And 
I believe that if this bull had as good a 
quarter and lower thigh as Bemaster of 
Dalmeny, the bull that beat him in class, he 
would be as good a bull as I have ever 
seen anywhere, at any time. Rosario 
Rosario, what made me take to you so? Are 
you really that good? Was it the bonny 
smooth way you ran up to me to give me 
a good lookover to see if I belonged in that 
field of yours? You are no stodgy waddler. 
If you were just a wee bit stronger in my 
weakness, how I would love you, and I 
do anyway. I hope you have a grand career, 
for you are the kind of a bull that a man, 
as he grew older, could tell tales about. 

I did not pay a great deal of attention to 
Rosario’s pedigree, but he is by that home- 
bred bull at Ballindalloch called Ellaros of 
Ballindalloch, that I described as “a likely 
kind of a bull” with no other words. Ellaros, 
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as I remember, is by old Ellerman of Kiner- 
mony, the bull that had the tumor in his 
back, the grand old sire that everyone has 
a good word for. 

The third stock bull at Bleaton was Per- 
indo of Candacraig. And here again was a

good stock bull, not so impressive as the 
others, but nevertheless with the look of 
real worth. Meanwhile we had been look 
ing at females in each field, and despite the 
great Bleaton displenishment sales of the 
previous years, there were plenty of good 
ones. And before I forget to mention her, 
there was a twenty year old cow suckling 
a great husky calf, her own on her own 
milk. And this cow was Elandina of Blea- 
ton, grandmother of the Highland champion 
at Tillyrie, Edmonton of Bleaton, and of 
Eglinton of Bleaton, and others. Well, it 
was a great day, but we had to leave. I 
don’t think I ever met a more kindly look- 
ing old gentleman than Mr. Mitchell of 
Bleaton. 

On the way to Perth we saw the great 
beech hedge, a sold wall of beeches full 
eighty feet high and a half mile long, hun- 
dreds of years old. But not so impressive 
as Justice Eric and Rosario of Ballindalloch. 

The next morning we drove out to Der- 
culich, The Grave of the Giant, where Mr. 
Honeyman keeps his Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. This Giant was a great robber in the 
olden days, and stood eight feet high in his 
stockings, if he had any. And on the way 
through the glens, we turned a corner upon 
a strange sight for the Scottish hills, and 
that was a single lone man leading a single

lone elephant along through the cool of the 
morning. Both man and elephant seemed 
unconcerned, so I suppose they had some 
business there. 

The fields of Derculich climb back from 
the steading over steep beautiful hills, 
where the cattle lie deep in rich grass 
chewing their cuds, and off below them 
through the morning mist unrolls Strathtay 
the lovely. No man who ever climbs those 
Derculich hills to look at the black cattle 
will ever forget either hills or cattle. And 
here at the top we found Janice Erica, one 
of the finest cows of the breed. This cow 
was in simple field condition, but was na- 
turally one of the deepest, thickest cows 
that I have ever seen, and yet she retained 
her femininity and style—she should be a 
mother of real ones. Then we saw very 
good daughters of Evolum of Ballindalloch, 
and of two herd bulls which we came upon 
presently. And these two herd bulls were 
Jesset Eric, and Edward P. of Sandyknowe. 
Jesset Eric, now about eight years old, is 
a fine heavy-set chap that could be a bit 
sweeter about the head. Edward P. of 
Sandyknowe is a little bull, one of the 
smallest I ever saw in service in a great 
herd. But he is a good one, and his get is 
more than satisfactory, as I saw in the 
heifers on the hill. 

The steading at Derculich is one of the 
most elaborate in Scotland; but we did not 
roam about it much this time, for near it 
we found some more first class cattle. One 
of the most impressive was a big deep cow 
named Ena of Ballindalloch; and another 
was the beautiful smooth heifer Jenty 
Erica, who had won at the Edinburgh fat 
stock show. 

At last we said a cheerful goodby to Der- 
culich, and drove on to Dunira, the resi- 
dence of Mr. W. Gilchrist Macbeth. Here 
we were met by the manager, Mr. Mac- 
Taggart, and by a younger brother of Pete 
McIver of Cold Saturday. The bulls were 
led out first, and there were three in gen- 
eral use in the herd. Old Erman of Dunira, 
sire of Perth and Highland champions, and 
himself an English Royal champion, was 
dead; but he was well represented by two 
sons, the first of which is Portman of 
Dunira, who has the look of a real stock 
bull, with plenty of character to him. The 
other son of Erman is Berman of Dunira, 
a younger bull and a good one. The third 
bull is Georkin of Dalmeny, Perth cham- 
pion in 1937. Georkin is a son of Jerkin 
of Bleaton, stock bull at Dalmeny, who in 
turn is a son of great old Justice Eric. This

Another Top 
at Kansas City 


From the Kansas City Drovers Telegram 
of July 9th is garnered this choice bit of 
market news that will be of interest to beef 
cattle producers and finishers. It’s another 
top for the day, and supplies still further 
evidence that Aberdeen-Angus steers do 
make the top in car load lots at the lead- 
ing markets. Kansas City is in the heart 
of the whitefaced fat cattle country too, 
This time good old Kansas state rings the 
bell. The Kansas City paper says: 

“Top honors in the cattle trade here yes- 
terday went to Floyd Ramsey, farmer and 
stockman of Butler county, Kansas, for his 
shipment of strictly choice qualitied Aber- 
deen-Angus steers. Averaging 924 pounds, 
the consignment moved over the scales with 
a $11.50 price tag—the highest figure paid 
here for similar weight cattle since the mid- 
dle of May. 

“Creep-fed, the 15-months-old steers were 
fed oats and limestone, and put through the 
finishing period on a ration of shelled corn, 
alfalfa hay and cottonseed cake. The al- 
falfa was included in their daily feed during 
the last 60 days.”

Sells Briarcliff Farm and Herd to Mr. Anthony Drexel Duke

The sensation of the hour in American 
Aberdeen-Angus circles is the sale of Briar- 
cliff Farms, Pine Plains, New York, and its 
entire herd of Aberdeen-Angus by Mr. Oak- 
leigh Thorne to Mr. Anthony Drexel Duke, 
of New York. In view of the prominence 
this large herd has attained and the marked 
influence it has exerted in the expansion 
of interest in the breed throughout the At- 
lantic seaboard states, it 
may be of interest, at this 
time, to present certain 
facts concerning the 
Thornes of Thorndale and 
their long identification 
with the business of rear- 
ing pure bred cattle in the 
United States. 

The story begins in 
1850, at which time, Jona- 
than Thorne sent an order 
to his son, Edwin, (Mr. 
Oakleigh Thorne’s father), 
then in England, to buy 
and have shipped out to 
Thorndale, a Shorthorn 
bull. Purchases of fe- 
males followed, and in 
1853, Mr. Thorne went to 
the other side, in person, 
to extend further his in- 
vestments in the “red, - 
white and roans.” He at- = 
tended Earl Ducie’s fam- 
ous sale, and bought three of the Bates-bred 
Duchesses, the 59th, 64th and 68th. Other 
cattle were purchased from various herds 
to the total value of $18,000.00. In 1854, 
another importation was made that included 
the $5000 bull, 2d Grand Duke. In 1856, 
valuable selections were made from the 
celebrated English herd owned by Colonel 
Towneley. Then in 1857, the entire Ameri- 
can herd of Messrs. Morris & Becar was 
taken over at a cost of $35,000. This gave 
Thorndale a virtual monopoly of the fash- 
ionable Duchess and Oxford blood in Ameri- 
ca, with a total investment in cattle of 
around $100,000.00. Some ten years later, 
Samuel Thorne sold the Duchess and a large 
lot of other Shorthorns of the popular Bates 
breeding to Mr. James O. Sheldon, of Gen- 
eva, New York, who, in turn, ultimately 
passed them on to Walcott & Campbell, of 
New York Millis. Their dispersion sale of 
1873 found English and American buyers 
bidding frantically for the possession of the 
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only remaining Duchesses on either side the 
water; the “pure” blood—that is free from 
out-crossess of other blood. The result is 
known to all students of animal husbandry. 
One Duchess was bid up to $40,600.00 and 
the entire lot, belonging to that family, 
fourteen head, bringing $262,400.00, an 
average of $18,740.00. This was, of course, 
a day of most stupendous folly and it is not 
likely that any of the Thornes 
would have approved of any 
such wild speculation. So much 
for that. 

Edwin Thorne’s hobby was 
the American trotting horse, 
and his stable was one of the 
most noted of its time. His 
son, Oakleigh was brought up 
on the old home farm, and in 
due course, engaged in the 
banking business in New York 
City, where he scored a brilliant 
success. At length, weary of 
the financial district and its 
thrills, he decided to retire to 
Thorndale, which he had in- 
herited in 1889. That farm how- 
ever, was not of sufficient acre- 
age to permit the extensive 
operations he had in mind; so 
he acquired Briarcliff, compris- 
ing nearly 4000 acres in 1918 
and disposed of the large dairy 
herd then maintained upon it. 
This was within easy motor drive from 
Thorndale. I believe it is not generally 
known that Mr. Thorne carried on a com- 
petitive test between picked lots of Short- 
horns, Herefords and Aberdeen-Angus at 
Briarcliff before deciding as to which breed 
he would give his allegiance. One hundred 
head of each were bought and treated alike, 
but as separate units. Personally, I do not 
know of any such test ever having been 
made by any other one individual. Mr. 
Thorne studied the developments carefully 
and without prejudice. His decision, there- 
fore, in favor of the blacks, was one of the 
milestones in American Aberdeen-Angus 
progress. 

In 1924, an order had been placed with 
Mr. Kenneth McGregor for the purchase of 
one hundred head of black females and four 
bulls. These came mostly from the Hartley

Samuel H. Morrison, who has been 
my Superintendent since Mr. Pew died, 
will remain with him as Superinten- 
dent, and I have every reason to be- 
lieve that the Farm will be continued 
the same as if it were under my man- 
agement. 

I wish to express my appreciation to 
you, and the Aberdeen-Angus Journal 
for the many courtesies that you have 
extended to me during my activities as 
a cattle breeder.

and James D. McGregor herds. From the 
Hartley herd came the bull, Revelerica, by 
Blackcap Revolution, that approximated 
closely his famous sire, in perfection of con- 
formation, and proved an impressive sire.

ne of the pleasures, along with duties, 
tee president of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association is the 
opportunity it gives to make an extended 
personal trip throughout the cattle farming 
districts of our country, such a trip was 
recently concluded east of the Mississippi. 
On April 29th I set off from Congerville, 
Illinois, on such a trip accompanied by a 
dozen or so others, most of whom, I am 
proud to say, were Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders 
from my own township. 

Indiana f 

We started in Indiana, 
a state fast coming to 
the front as Aberdeen- 
Angus territory as shown 
by the last three sales, 
Rafferty-Thompson, the 
Indiana State sale, and 
the Miller & Cole sale. 
It was this last sale 
which I attended as a 
spectator. The sale was 
a success with good cat- 
tle going at satisfactory 
prices. 

From Indiana, Frank 
Richards, of the Corn 
Belt Dailies, and I were 
due to head for the Dr. 
Huggins & Son sale at 
Knoxville, Tennessee. It 
looked like we’d have to 
thumb our way, but 
Aberdeen-Angus _ breed- 
ers are hale fellows well 
met, and smiling Holmes 
Thompson settled that 
immediately. 

“Get into my car and 
we'll stay at my home 
tonight, see our herd 
in the morning and then 
I’ll drive you to Lexing- 
ton,” he said, in a way 
we couldn’t refuse. It 
was an auspicious start for our trip, a plea- 
sant evening with Holmes and his family, 
and a close-up view of his splendid herd. 
Thompson is practicing line breeding with 
good success. His home is in the center of 
a large and very fertile farm that seems 
especially adapted to blue grass. It is well 
stocked with one of the good herds of 
America. 

Tennessee and Kentucky 


The three of us got to Lexington in time 
for an early lunch. Whether it was the 
excellent weather or just the normal urge 
of a cattle raiser to see good Aberdeen- 
Angus, Thompson soon decided to drive on 
to Knoxville with us. Most gratifying part 
of the Huggins sale was the fact that a 
majority of the forty head went to Southern 
buyers and the top price of $1400.00 was 
paid for a cow and calf for Modena Planta- 
tions, Savannah, Georgia. Average sale 
price was $353.00 with the South picking 
up most of the good ones. This healthv 
Southern demand for top cattle is most 
encouraging. 

We drove back to Lexington to be ready 
for the Kentucky State sale there the next 
day, May 2d. Fortunately, we were early 
to bed for we wakened the next morning to 
the voice of Julius Clark commanding: 
“Everybody up. You are going to my farm

for breakfast.” And so we did, twelve of 
us, driving out to one of the greatest blue 
grass farms it has ever been my privilege 
to visit, and moreover, with a herd of good 
Aberdeen-Angus numbering close to 400 
head. A bunch of hungry men never sat 
down to a better breakfast and charming 
Mrs. Clark was immediately pronounced 
“Hostess Supreme”. Nor do her accom- 
plishments end as a hostess for Mrs. Clark 
has a reputation as a 
pedigree judge and keeps 
the records, registers the 
cattle, and gets a good 
heifer out of Julius each 
year for doing it. You 
see, Mrs. Clark has an 
eye for business. 

he Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders of the Blue 
Grass state are making 
good progress, selling 
excellent cattle at busi- 
ness prices, as shown by 
the Kentucky State sale. 
Colonel Thompson, the 
well known auctioneer, 
did himself proud and 
conducted a very brisk 
sale. Many new herds 
have been started as a 
result. 

Eastward by Auto 

Richards and I had 
been joined by Secretary 
Tomhave at Knoxville, 
Tennessee, so the three 
of us took the train from 
Lexington into Chicago 
where we picked up John 
Brown and headed east- 
ward by auto under the 
able direction of Frank. 
We had inspected some 
Illinois, Indiana, Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky 
herds and were now due 
_.to stop in Ohio, Mary- 
land, Virginia, New Jersey and New York. 

It certainly would not be proper for the 
president of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association to attempt a compari- 
son of quality, breeding, and raising and 
marketing of herds visited in a swing 
through Central, Southern and Eastern 
States. However, I shall feel free to com- 
ment on various methods of selection, 
breeding, feeding and crop pasture improve- 
ment, for those factors and their proper 
handling spell the difference between suc- 
cess and failure as a breeder. 

Ohio 

We stopped for only two visits in Ohio, 
at the Ohio State University farm and Jake 
S. Caldwell & Son’s place at Chillicothe. 
We got to the University barns early, but 
Prof. Kayes was already there to meet us, 
with him Mr. McCorkle, the manager of the 
herds. Most of the Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing matrons were on pasture, but they 
showed us the herd bull, The Elite, of which 
the University may feel justly proud, any 
breeder would be proud to own him. Climax, 
the International Aberdeen-Angus candi- 
date, was unanimously declared a good 
steer. 

In passing, let me emphasize the fact 
that the quality of the herd bull and 
females we saw at Ohio State might 
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well be an object lesson to some of the 

other Central Western Universities. It 

is to them that the new breeder looks 
for guidance in quality and type and the 

Agricultural schools must set the pace. 

On the 3000 acre Caldwell farm, a herd 
of 125 useful cows of breeding age are 
maintained. The farm has 740 acres of blue 
grass, a lot of corn, wheat, hay and silage 
so the herd fits admirably. The bulls are 
Eileenmere 158th, Eileenmere 172d and 
Cresswell Pride General. 

With a good system of rotation and agri- 
cultural practice, there is no gamble in keep- 
ing an adequate number of registered Aber- 
deen-Angus females to convert pasturage, 
clovers and alfalfa, cornstock fields, and 
straw into a marketable product with the 
best possible returns. Jake and his son are 
doing exactly this. It is a sound program 
with practically all hazards removed. 

Eastern States 

There was no dissuading Frank Richards, 
our pilot, so we drove 100 miles out of our 
way to get from Ohio to Frederick, Mary- 
land. We enjoyed a wonderful trip through 
the Cumberland Mountains, one of the plea- 
santest mountain ranges we ever visited. 
The drive between Lexington, Kentucky, and 
Knoxville, Tennessee, is of surpassing 
beauty and we well understood Frank’s 
insistence. . 

Our visit to the Eastern states really 
began on May 4th when we reached Mary- 
land. To those of us who never had visited 
the Maryland herds, it was a revelation. We 
had expected to see farms with wonderful 
improvements, owned by wealthy men to 
whom Aberdeen-Angus breeding was just a 
hobby. They know Aberdeen-Angus, think 
Aberdeen-Angus, and talk Aberdeen-Angus. 
It would help a lot if our Western breeders 
would show as much interest and enthus- 
iasm as do our fellow beeders of the East. 

Another impressive feature of our reach- 
ing the Eastern states was the hospitality. 
Perhaps it struck us more forciably because 
of our days in an automobile and hotel fare, 
or perhaps it was the effect of the century 
old farm houses, many of them nearly two 
hundred years old. Be that as it may, what 
a treat to visit the herds and farms. 

Mrs. Hackney drove us to the Cold Sat- 
urday Farm owned by her husband, Judge 
H. H. Hackney, and herself. It was a beau- 
tiful place, a modernized 175 year old stone 
house set in a grove of hemlock, white pine, 
red cedar, and tamarac said to be as old 
as the house itself. The house is on an 
elevation and overlooks the pasture and a 
beautiful little lake that shelters 40 or 50 
Canadian wild geese. 

Here we saw Anoka Barbara 2d, whose 
sire Envious Marshall B. is now on a breed- 
ing farm in my own township. Peter Mc- 
Iver, the herd manager, tells us that Eppo- 
man 12th of Rosemere and Jock of Wheat- 
land will soon be housed in the new barn 
well advanced in construction, to replace the 
recently burned structure, this will be one 
of the best Aberdeen-Angus barns in 
America. 

Dan Wight’s Monocacy Farms, as the 
name suggests, are really a group of farms, 
and each Aberdeen-Angus herd is maintain- 
ed as a unit with B. E. Carmichael as man- 
ager. Aberdeen-Angus and _ Percherons, 
here, are a real business. Wight knows 
them, talks them (Please turn to page 109

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seen and “stuck my neck out” by so stating. 
Later, the bull lost much of his baby class, and 
then started to come back. 

It was May of this year that I visited again 
at Cremona Farm. Mr. Otto G. Nobis, owner of 
Wilton Farms, at Wilton Junction, Iowa, had at- 
tended some of the Eastern and Southern sales 
and we drove to Cremona especially to see Glen- 
carnock Eric of Cremona. 

I was much impressed. I believe Mr. Nobis 
was even more impressed. I shall let you be the 
judge, as I shall try to state what happened. We 
first saw some calves and young cattle in the 
show barn. Glencarnock Eric of Cremona was 
in a nearby lot. And as we walked out to have 
a look at him, we slowed up, and stopped with 
the bull facing us. Certainly, a good front and 
a good head. Then around to the side and after 
looking him over from that angle, Mr. Nobis 
walked around the bull and noticed his rear end. 
I don’t think Mr. Nobis had any motive for his 
remarks, but he stated something like the fol- 
lowing: 

“B. A., when I saw the front end of this bull, 
I thought, well, he is good, but he can not be too 
good in the middle or at the rear end. Then I 
saw his side and middle and again decided he 
must be bad in the rear. But, he has the fin- 
est rear end I have ever seen on a bull.” Those 
statements are not necessarily the exact words 
of Mr. Nobis, but represent just about the sense 
and the feelings he had about the young bull. 
Driving back to Washington, D. C., the rear end 
of Glencarnock Eric of Cremona was mentioned 
many times. 

If for no other reason than his great quarter, 
Glencarnock Eric of Cremona merits the Jour- 
nal cover.

In the Control of Bangs Disease or Contagious Abortion

Bangs disease or contagious abortion, as 
it is commonly called by many cattlemen, is 
without doubt the most serious live stock 
problem confronting the American cattle- 
man at this time. Losses from this disease 
are greater than from any other cause, and 
from a study of the available information 
at this time it would seem that much of 
this loss could be prevented. 

Bangs disease has been a very serious 
cattle disease for at least a quarter of a 
century. While considerable progress has 
been made with reference to the develop- 
ment of information concerning this dis- 
ease, it would seem that progress has been 
much slower than it should have been. This 
can probably be explained for the reason 
that during the last twenty years or so 
there have been two groups of individuals 
seeking to control this disease by using dif- 
ferent methods. The practicing veterinar- 
ian as a rule has been inclined to use the 
quarantine or segregation method together 
with the use of vaccination as a means of 
controlling this very serious cattle disease, 
and it now appears from developments of 
the last two or three years that had this 
method received the support that it should 
have had that much greater progress would 
have been made. The other group has at- 
tempted to control Bangs disease largely by 
blood testing cattle and slaughtering the 
reactors to the blood test. 

The cattle owner was naturally interested 
in that method which would give him best 
results with the minimum effort and mini- 
mum expense. 

Live stock disease control officials have 
persisted in the theory that Bangs disease 
could be successfully controlled in an econ- 
omical manner by blood testing the cattle 
herd and the slaughter of all reacting ani- 
mals or the quarantining and segregation 
of the reacting animals. In practice this 
method has been without a doubt the most 
gigantic blunder ever put over on the live 
stock producer, for the reason that results 
secured have been unsatisfactory for the 
reason that very few herds have been kept 
free of this disease by this method and then 
in most instances only after spending large 
sums of money and time. 

Control officials have apparently been of 
the opinion that Bangs disease could be 
controlled in much the same way that tu- 
berculosis has been controlled. These two 
diseases cannot be controlled in the same 
manner for the simple reason that the pres- 
ent blood test is not reliable in the same 
way that the tuberculosis test is reliable, 
and cannot be successfully used as an indi- 
vidual test for individual cows, but rather 
as a herd test of cattle. In other words, 
the blood test administered to a herd of cat- 
tle may show several positive reactors, but 
this does not mean that these positive re- 
actors are all infected at the time the test 
has been made, as many of them may have 
suffered from a previous infection. Neither 
does it indicate that the positive animals 
will abort their calves if they are with calf, 
as it frequently happens that many of these 
reactors give birth to live calves year after 
year, and, at the same time will react to the 
blood test whenever it is applied. With the 
tuberculosis test it has been perfected to 
the point where it is a very reliable index 
for each individual to which it is applied, 
and when cattle of any kind react to the

tuberculin test it is reasonable to suppose 
that they are infected with this disease. 

Another factor that is of vital importance 
in the use of the blood test in the attempted 
control of Bangs disease is the fact that 
this is a very laborious test to make and 
one that is not favored by any cattle own- 
er when it must be performed repeatedly. 
It is not at all a practical test particularly 
with cattle that are not properly housed or 
stabled and which have been handled very 
little, if at all. Drawing blood samples from 
a large herd of cattle which cannot be prop- 
erly and securely confined is a very unsat- 
isfactory, expensive and troublesome job as 
any veterinarian can tell you who has had 
experience in this work. Even though this 
blood test were efficient, in the writer’s 
opinion the cattle owners would not as a 
rule ever become very enthusiastic about 
the blood test as it is now performed. It 
will require a more simple and more easily 
made test than the present one to interest 
most cattle owners. 

Certain factors have operated at differ- 
ent times to hinder the normal development 
of satisfactory methods of controlling Bangs 
disease. Nearly twenty-five years ago some 
experimental work was done at Rockefeller 
Institute which indicated at that time that 
there was a possibility that it would be pos- 
sible to vaccinate cattle against Bangs dis- 
ease with considerable success. For the next 
ten or twelve years other experimental 
work of a limited nature also indicated that 
it would be possible to protect cattle against 
Bangs disease by properly prepared vac- 
cines, for the reason that in some of the 
earlier experimental work certain strains 
of Bangs bacillus were used which were 
virulent enough to cause infection of some 
cows’ udders and in a few isolated instances 
actually spread the disease to healthy ani- 
mals. The errors with the early vaccines 
were very few, but for the reason that most 
live stock control officials were not in -a¢- 
cord with this method considerable pressure 
was exerted to prevent carrying on this 
work. 

Another factor that had considerable in- 
fluence on the control of Bangs disease 
about twenty years ago was the fact that 
at the time it was generally believed that 
most cases of undulant fever in the human 
were the result of drinking milk from Bang 
infected cattle. Because of this belief it 
was very easy to prevail upon state legis- 
latures to pass laws prohibiting the move- 
ment of Bang infected cattle in interstate 
shipments. Later conclusions are to the ef- 
fect that very few cases of undulant fever 
can be directly traced to cow’s milk as the 
actual cause. 

Cattle owners who adopted the blood test 
and slaughter method were soon to learn 
that even though they were successful in 
getting what they considered a clean herd 
it was often the case that in a very short 
time a very severe outbreak of Bangs dis- 
ease appeared in their herd after it had 
been clean for some time. In many instan- 
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ces no reason for this outbreak could be | 


discovered. It was further learned that the 
longer the herd was free from Bangs dis- 
ease the more susceptible it became and 
when the infection did gain entrance to the 
herd it was unusually severe. Because of 
these unexplained outbreaks that occurred 
without any previous warning, it soon be- 


came evident to many of these owners that 
from a practical standpoint it was not at 
all practical to attempt to keep a herd frec 
from Bangs disease by this method. The 
factor that forced most of these cattle own- 
ers to retain this method was due to the 
fact that they were unable to dispose of 
breeding animals by shipping them inter- 
state unless they used the blood test and 
slaughter method in an effort to control 
Bangs disease in their herd. Conditions act- 
ually became so severe in many herds and 
with the increasing evidence of the practi- 
cal use of Bangs vaccine with calves, the 
cattle owners gradually developed a very 
definite antagonism and resentment to the 
blood test and slaughter method. This op- 
position to the blood test has been growing 
very rapidly for the last three or four 
years. 

Until the year 1934 Bangs disease was 
among the principal animal diseases almost 
an orphan. It was a disease that was gen- 
erally discussed at most veterinary and live 
stock meetings but no one had a very defin- 
ite plan about handling the disease, al- 
though some states were making a very 
protracted effort to encourage the volun- 
tary testing of cattle against this disease. 
The states of Pennsylvania and _ Illinois 
were probably two of the leaders in this 
work. Further reference to the results se 
cured by these two states will appear else. 
where in this discussion. Until 1934 all 
control methods for Bangs disease were 
purely voluntary on the part of the cattle 
owner. 


In 1934, due to the severe drouth in a 
goodly part of the United States the feder- 
al government started a program to pur- 
chase cattle or dispose of surplus cattle for 
which there would not be sufficient feed to 
carry them through. The first plan was to 
take out of the cattle herds two and three 
year old heifers which were within six 
weeks of calving, but most cattlemen and 
particularly dairymen were of the opinion 
that it would be more practical and sensible 
to remove from their herds those animals 
that would react to the blood test for Bangs 
disease. At the time the federal govern- 
ment was in a position to appropriate large 
sums of money for emergency purposes, 
and because of the drouth this was made an 
emergency program under the regulations 
that the United States government would 
pay the full difference between the salvage 
value of an animal that reacted to the blood 
test for Bangs disease and the appraised 
value of that animal, provided that in no 
case the total payment, state and federal, 
be any more than $25.00 for any grade ani- 
mal or more than $50.00 for any pure bred 
animal. 

The above program was kept in effect for 
approximately four years and on July 1, 
1938, the Bureau of Animal Industry of the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
secured funds with its regular appropria- 
tion for the year beginning July 1, 1938, to 
put this government indemnity for Bangs 
reacting cattle on a permanent basis. There- 
fore, in June 1938, new regulations were is- 
sued authorizing the payment of federal 
indemnity on animals destroyed after react- 
ing to the blood test for Bangs disease not 
to exceed one-third of the difference be- 
tween the appraised value of each animal

Jim Hollinger realized that 
some day he would be the 
master at Wheatland Farms, 
especially at the time that 
his father Mr. W. H. Hollin- 
ger, an old time Kansas _.

bred Queen Mother heifer, 
Queen Kerrera 46808, who 
was to become the foundress 
of one of the most outstand- 
ing tribes of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle of this day—the 
Chimeras. Nevertheless 
that’s just what has happen- 
ed. Queen Kerrera was calv- 
ed on September 25, 1900, 
forty years ago lacking a 
few days. She was a daugh- 
ter of the Ballindalloch K. 
Pride bull Prince of Kerrera 
and the good old cow Queen 
of the Prairie 2d 22535, who was calved in 
October of 1894, and descended from a good 


producing line to old 
Queen Mother 41, the 
foundation cow behind the 
famous McHenry Queens. 

We dropped in at 
Wheatland Farms the oth- 
er day to have a chat with 
Jas. B. Hollinger and his 
son, Max, who is taking 
an active interest in the 
herd at this time and 
-found the younger man 
together with herdsman 
Davie Edwards busy in 
the big show barn trying 
to keep the flies away 
from the cattle on this 
hot summer day—quite 
enough exercise we soon 
discovered and the three 
of us parked in the shade 
of the barn to await the 
return from town of the 
man behind the guns at 
Wheatland. Immediately upon his return a 
tour of the stalls was made, the great young

Mr. C. E. Reed Entertains at His Fine Farm near Wichita

In true Kansas form a “warm” reception 
awaited those who gathered at the C. E. 
Reed farm just west of Wichita, on Sunday, 
July 21st, to take part in the first picnic to 
be held by the Mid-Kansas Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders Association. President Paul O. 
Hershberger, of Hutchinson, and Secretary 
George Hetzel, of Kinsley, certainly did a 
fine job when they together with Mr. Reed 
decided to hold the event on the Reed farm. 

Together with Mrs. Hahne, and daughter 
Dorothy, we set out early Friday morning, 
stopped a while at the Wayland Hopley 
farms at Atlantic to have another look at 
the cattle about the barns and lots where 
we found things moving toward the show 
circuits in most satisfactory style. The 
Wayland Hopley herd will be hugging some 
of the top places in the big shows this sea- 
son. This was a busy place, harvest on, and 
several hundred steers in the feed lots caus- 
ed every soul on the place to be on the move 
—those who know Wayland well, realize 
what the word “move” means in his vocab- 
ulary. 

Poon Atlantic to Lincoln to spend the 


evening with relatives and on the next 
morning down to the Krotz Stock Farms, 
where Mr. Joseph Krotz and his son Mar- 
shall, who is in active charge of the farms 
and herd were about as busy as they could 
be, however they took out time to show us 
the cattle at the barns and the nearby lots 
as well as a group of breeding cows at pas- 
ture some distance away. Evidence of 
Strathmore remains the big attraction at 
the Krotz Stock Farms. He was driven out 
of his darkened paddock into the lot that we 
might have another good look. The old boy 
looks like a three year old, moves that way 
too, and is if anything better today than 
ever in his life time. His daughters in the 
breeding herd are as alike as peas ina pod, 
they are uniform in type and size, and are 
a beautifully headed set of thick, lowset 
things being retained for herd improvement. 
They are being mated with Even Prince 2d 
a Kershaw bred descendant of the Interna- 
tional grand champion Prince Marshall. It 
was plenty warm from there on down to 
Wichita.

Feeder Calves. 

Orlin Hudson, of Fredonia, Kansas, is to- 
day offering top Aberdeen-Angus feeder 
calves, from his fine herd, in car load lots. 
Hudson calves have won in the feeder class- 
es at both the American Royal at Kansas 
City and the Chicago International. These 
calves are being scooped up at a rapid pace 
so it will pay to investigate this offerinz 
immediately. Ten top breeding bulls and 
something over two hundred-fifty head of 
excellent breeding cows constitute this herd. 
Mr. Hudson was a discriminating buyer 
when he laid his foundation herd, we have 
watched him at the sales, where he was 
willing to pay more for good cows than 
were many of the pure bred breeders at the 
time. But, that’s the way to get good 
calves. 
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Some people seem to have been born with 
a sort of intuitive genius for fixing animal 
characteristics in their minds and being able 
to retain them there indefinitely. Such a 
person has no difficulty in carrying impres- 
sions of certain animals always with him 
and being able to use them in making com- 
parisons with others at long distances and 
during long intervals. They are also, with- 
in a comparatively short time, able to learn 
and remember the identity of each individ- 
ual animal in large groups and large herds 
even though the animals may be of extreme 
uniformity in characteristics, color, and con- 
formation which is noticeably true of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. I have known 
some men who were almost uncanny in 
their ability to distinguish and remem- 
ber throughout their lives the identifying 
features of every animal that ever came 
under their direct observation. 

John Burch, Garrett Tolan, and Kale 
Workman stand conspicuously in my 
memory as excelling in this faculty. At 
infrequent intervals I see John Burch, 
who was herdsman at Rosemere in the 
very early days of the herd’s history, 
but who has long since retired from such 
strenuous duties. On these occasions 
John delights in living again the times 
when this young herd was struggling for 
a piace amongst the great herds of 
America. At these times, I marvel at 
his ability to give word pictures of the 
animals with which we both worked so 
long ago. Kale Workman, who came to 
Rosemere many years later and who is 
now with another great herd of Aber- 
deen-Angts, possesses this same talent. 
Of these two men and some of their 
achievements I hope to write later, but 
this brief sketch is of a man with whom 
I have never had any association other 
than that of a friend. 


I am also one who for many years has 
been an admirer of his unusual skill in 
breeding and developing championship 
winners. This man too has an unerring 
memory of individual characteristics 
which in my opinion accounts in no small 
degree for his many successes as a breeder 
and developer of show animals. He told me 
one time of how when he was a very small 
boy on his father’s Iowa farm, he had the 
knack of knowing individually every calf 
in the breeding herd and every steer in the 
feed lot which to me is pretty good evidence 
that he possesses this natural trait of learn- 
ing and remembering the distinguishing 
features of his animals. 


Arthur McArthur, the man of our story, 
is still in the thick of the battle for su- 
premacy in the show ring, and he has been 
doing a very good job of it too, particularly 
in the steer divisions of the leading shows 
of the country. He does not, however, 
direct all of his talents to producing show 
steers. Occasionally he causes an uneasy 
moment for other contenders in the breed- 
ing classes as well. The great A. & M. Col- 
lege of Oklahoma where Mr. McArthur, bet- 
ter known to his friends as “Mac”, presides 
as herdsman, does not, however, make a 
practice of exhibiting breeding cattle. 

Most people in any way connected with 
the live stock industry know Arthur Mc- 
Arthur or at least are familiar with his 
outstanding accomplishments in breeding 
and showing steers of all the beef breeds, 
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of C fame

and it is because of his unusual success in 
this direction that he has been chosen for a 
place in our Gallery of Fame. 

I have stood at the ringside on numerous 
occasions at Chicago, Kansas City, Los 
Angeles, and Fort Worth and have seen 
Mr. McArthur take his animals to the top 
in competition so exacting that only the 
closest approach to perfection could expect 
to win. The Oklahoma A. & M. College is 
not the only place where Mr. McArthur has 
demonstrated his aggressive determination 
to make good, but as it has furnished the 
vehicle for his most recent and most out-

standing accomplishments, we shall confine 
our remarks chiefly to the work done by 
Mr. McArthur at this institution. Before 
taking up his duties there under Professor 
Blizzard in 1928, he had been climbing the 
ladder to success by serving with such well 
known private herds as the Cassidy Here- 
ford herd in Iowa, and at that great Here- 
ford breeding establishment in Kansas 
owned by the late Mr. Hazlet, one of the 
most constructive breeders of all time. But 
let us review some of the things he has 
done at the Oklahoma college since 1928, 
and then decide whether or not he is en- 
titled to a place amongst the great herds- 
men whom we are attempting to honor. 


Summing up Mr. McArthur’s § achieve- 
ments at the Chicago International Show 
covering ten exhibitions from 1929 to 1939, 
we find that he has won nine firsts on 
Aberdeen-Angus, three firsts on Herefords, 
four firsts on Shorthorns, two grand cham- 
pionship groups on Aberdeen-Angus, one 
on Herefords, one on Shorthorns, one grand 
championship on Aberdeen-Angus, one 
grand championship on Shorthorns, two re- 
serve grand championships both on Aber- 
deen-Angus, and also the grand champion- 
ship three times in the get of sire class, one 


with his Aberdeen-Angus, one with Here- 
fords, and one with Shorthorns. Quite an 
enviable record, I should say, considering 
the fact that competition grows stronger 
each year at this great International show. 
To the satisfaction of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders, it will be noted that Mr. Mc- 
Arthur’s winnings with this breed exceed 
those of either of the other two major beef 
breeds which is of considerable importance 
when it is known that each breed is given 
equal opportunities at the Oklahoma A. & 
M. College. But the Chicago International 
is by no means the only place Mr. Mc- 
Arthur has made an _  out- 
standing record. Upon examina- 
tion we find that during the 
years 1928-1939 he won fifty- 
nine first prizes at the Ameri- 
can Royal at Kansas City, forty 
second prizes, twenty-nine third 
prizes, twenty-two first 
prize groups, seventeen breed 
championships, twelve reserve 
breed championships, three 
grand championships, and five 
reserve grand championships. 
Let us see how the Aberdeen- 
Angus fared in comparison with 
the other breeds under Mac’s 
competent supervision at this, 
the second most important 
show on the American conti- 
nent. This record gives Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders another 
cause for satisfaction, because 
it reveals that of the fifty-nine 
first, twenty-three or nearly 
half were won with Aberdeen- 
Angus, and of the twenty-two 
first prize group placings, eight 
were Aberdeen-Angus, and of 
the seventeen breed champion- 
ships, seven were Aberdeen-An- 
gus. The Aberdeen-Angus won 
six or one-half of the total re- 
serve breed championships as 
against the other two breeds. In 
grand championships the Aber- 
deen-Angus came out with two 
and the Herefords one. In the reserve grand 
championships, Mac had three Aberdeen- 
Angus against two for the other two breeds. 

At Fort Worth which is another import- 
ant show, the Oklahoma A. & M. College 
has in the past ten years won forty-two 
firsts, thirty-seven seconds, and twenty-two 
thirds in the individual steer classes, twenty 
firsts in group placings, five reserve breed 
championships, one grand championship, 
and five reserve grand championships. Out 
on the West coast at the fine show put on 
each year at Los Angeles during the years 
between 1933 and 1937, Mr. McArthur has 
also made an enviable record by winning 
forty firsts, seventeen seconds, and thirteen 
thirds, ten breed championships, nine re- 
serve breed championships, two grand 
championships and four reserve grand 
championships. 

As the Oklahoma A. & M. College, like 
all other agricultural colleges is committed 
to the work of educating their students to 
recognize the best types and conformation 
of the various breeds, it is only natural that 
their efforts should be confined almost ex- 
clusively to developing market animals. 

One of the most important things in my

Mr. O. G. Malkow, owner of Lonjac 
Farms, at Lee’s Summit, Missouri, consum- 
mated one of the most important transac- 
tions of the year in Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing circles when he recently purchased the 
entire herd of some seventy-seven head of 
cattle comprising the breeding plant owned 
by the late John D. Patterson, of Richmond 
Hill, Ontario, Canada. The Don Head herd 
founded on the richest breeding available 
in the old country was the pride of Mr. 
Patterson who was one of the most 
discriminating buyers in America. 

In the transaction were numbered 
several noted bulls, chief of which in 
the estimation of Mr. Patterson, was 
Imp. Royalist of Logie, a smoothly 
turned bull representing the style and 
quality usually found in the better old 
country bulls. A bull that has proven 
to be a great heifer sire in the Don 
Head herd. He was purchased at the 
Perth sale in 1987 where he was sec- 
ond prize March calf. His sire Gan- 
dell as a yearling was first prize and 
champion bull at Perth sale, where he 
sold for 640 guineas. He was also 
first at the Royal English show. His 
sire was Prince Pride of Duthill who 
sired more Highland, Perth and Fat 
stock show winners than any other 
bull of his time. Royalist’s dam, Rose- 
bush, was bought at the Ballindalloch 
dispersal sale for 230 pounds as a 
yearling heifer, and his grandam, 
Rosebriar, sold there for 157 pounds 
as a dry cow. Among the stock bulls used 
at Don Head were: Ethric of Nisbethill who 
had been imported in November of 1930. He 
was bred by Mr. David P. Elliott, of Nis- 
bethill. His sire was the Ballindalloch bred 
bull, Prince Baillie, and he was by Jorum of 
Ballindalloch. The dam of Ethric was 
Estrella of Nisbethill and she was by Jacin 
of Ballindalloch. Ethrice was third prize bull

Bandolier of Anoka 8th was another, he 
was purchased from the Edwards Brothers 
at the 1937 International sale. He is a fyl] 
brother to Bandolier of Anoka, the bull 
which has made such a name for himself at 
the head of the Scripps Wildwood 
herd in Michigan. He was sired 
by Blackbird Bandolier of Page, by 
Glencarnock Revolution 6th, one of 
the most prepotent sons of the In- 
ternational grand champion Black- 
cap Revolution. 

The Don Head herd was founded 
in 1930 when Mr. D. M. Allan, of 
Ballintomb selected ten two year 
old heifers from seven of Scot- 
land’s leading herds. One came 
from Sir George MacPherson 
Grant’s famous Ballindalloch herd; 
one from Ballintomb; one from the 
Earl of Strathmore’s herd at Gla- 
mis; two from the F. L. Wallace 
herd at Candacraig; one from 
James Beddie, of Banks; two from 
the Advie-Mains herd of the late 
Peter Grant; and the other two 
from the Ian K. Tompson herd at 
Burgie House. 

The Advie-Mains heifer, Pride- 
bank of Advie, was a daughter of 
Bion of Inchgower and was in calf 
to Black Pasha of Apethorpe, a first prize 
winner at Grantown in 1927. Berina of 
Candacraig, one of the two from the Can- 
dacraig herd, was a daughter of Bedouin of 
Candacraig, a bull that topped his class at 
the Aberdeen, by Evolver of Harviestoun, 
that sold for 2,600 guineas (over $13,000) 
in 1928 and was later first and _ reserve 
champion at the Highland show.

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And Now It’s Silage Time 


Layne Beaty writing for the State De- 
partment of Agriculture, Oklahoma City, 
Oklahoma, writes: Hundreds of trench 
silos will be filled throughout the state 
within the next two months. Where reason- 
able care is taken in construction of the 
trench and in filling, the loss through spoil- 
age is almost negligible, says Joe C. Scott, 
president of the State Board of Agriculture. 
There are some important details, however, 
that should not be overlooked. 


Walls slightly sloping are believed to be 
better than the perpendicular ones. Some 
farmers using trench silos have expressed 
the opinion that for best results a silo eight 
or nine feet deep should be two feet wider 
at the top than at the bottom. More slope 
may be necessary in different types of soil. 
It is also important that the walls be 
smooth as feed cannot be packed tightly in 
pockets or depressions found in rough walls, 
and more or less spoilage results. 


It is best to ensile most of the grain crops 
when the grain is in the stiff dough stage, 
however, to save a late crop, or one badly 
damaged by drouth, it may be necessary to 
ensile it before it has reached this stage. 


Silage packs better, and therefore keeps 
better, if cut fine. Regulate the cutter to 
chop the feed in one-fourth inch lengths. 


The maturity of the crop will determine 
the amount of water to be applied. Suf- 
ficient water should be added so that it will 
be possible to squeeze moisture from the 
cut particles. Adequate water and thorough 
packing, especially along the outer edges, 
are the most important factors in prevent- 
ing spoilage. 

Some times, in covering a silo, weeds or 
straw are sometimes placed on top of the 
feed. Unless such material is green, or 
thoroughly wet, so much air is admitted 
that spoilage is excessive. There is usually 
less spoilage where the dirt is scraped di- 
rectly onto the feed, and wet down well. Six 
inches of dirt will exclude the air if cracks 
are prevented from forming. Some silo 
users put a foot of dirt on top since the 
extra weight aids in packing. 

The silo should also be well protected so 
that rain or excess water will not drain into 
it.

Utilizing Grass 


By C. W. McCampbell 


Tests conducted at the Kansas Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station in years past have 
shown that an excellent way to utilize 
bluestem grass in fattening yearling steers 
for market was to produce as cheaply as 
possible 225 to 250 pounds of gain on good 
quality steer calves during the winter, graze 
them 90 days without feed other than grass, 
then full feed 100 days in a dry lot. 


The question arose as to what modifica- 
tions, if any, would have to be made in the 
plan that had proved to be so satisfactory 
for steers if one started with heifer calves 
instead of steer calves. 


An experiment was started in the fall of 
1937 for the purpose of securing informa- 
tion that would help to answer the question 
mentioned above. It was planned to use

Lot 2—Heifer calves to be wintered, . 
ed and full fed exactly as the steer pt iy 

Lot 3—Heifer calves to be wintered ex- 
actly as the steer calves, grazed 90 days 
full fed 60 days on grass, then 40 days in 
a dry lot. 

Lot 4—Heifer calves to be fed no i 
during the winter but all the good a 
they would eat, 1 pound of cottonseed meal 
and 1/10 pound of ground limestone per 
head daily, then grazed 90 days, then full 
fed 100 days in a dry lot. 


It was the plan to conduct this experiment 
three successive years. 


In the first experiment the heifer calves 
in lots 2 and 3 which had gained 237 and 
233 pounds respectively during the winter- 
ing phase were considerably fleshier than 
the steer calves in lot 1 which had gained 
253 pounds and seemed to be too fat to 
turn on bluestem pasture with no feed oth- 
er than grass. It was therefore decided 
to full feed lot 2 in the dry lot until it 
reached a marketable finish for this class 
of cattle. This time proved to be 50 days. 
It was also decided to full feed lot 3 on 
bluestem pasture the same length of time. 
The same procedure was followed in the 
second and third tests. 


The steer calves in lot 1 which gained 
253 pounds the first winter and the heifer 
calves which gained 190 pounds the first 
winter, were continued each year on the pro- 
gram as originally planned. The third ex- 
periment for lots 1 and 4 will be completed 
in November 1940. 


Since the three experiments involving lots 
2 and 3 as modified from the original plan 
have been completed the remainedr of this 
report will deal with these two lots which 
in brief were wintered well, then full fed 
50 days—lot 2 in a dry lot and lot 3 on blue- 
stem pasture. 


An average of the different items for the 
three experiments gives the following fig- 
rues for lot 2: 


Initial weight 422 pounds: daily feed con- 
sumption during the winter period—shelled 
corn 4.87 pounds, cottonseed meal 1 pound; 
Atlas silage 24.97 pounds and ground lime- 
stone 1/10 pound; total gain during the win- 
tering period of 138 days, 244 pounds; daily 
gain 1.77 pounds; cost of 100 pounds of 
gain $6.49 a hundred; necessary selling 
price at home at the end of the wintering 
period to cover calf cost plus feed cost 
$7.65 a hundred. Since it was planned to 
have lots 2 and 8 as nearly as possible alike 
during the wintering period the figures for 
lot 3 are almost identical with those of lot 
2. There was very little variation in the 
feed consumption and gains of lot 2 and of 
lot 3 from year to year. 


At the end of the wintering phase, lot 2 
was started on full feed in a dry lot an 
lot 3 on bluestem pasture. Each lot was 
marketed at the end of a 50-day full feed- 
ing period. Lot 2, full fed in a dry lot, 
showed a final weight of 749 pounds per 
head and a daily gain of 1.65 pounds per 
head while on fuli feed; lot 3 full fed on 
pasture showed a final weight of 702 pounds 
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per head and a daily gain of .74 pounds per 
head while on full feed. ; 

During the 50-day full feeding phase of 
the first test the heifers fed in a dry lot 
consumed an average of 12.36 pounds of 
corn per head daily; those on bluestem pas- 
ture 7.25 pounds ad head daily. 

During the 50 day full feeding phase of 
the second test the heifers fed in a dry lot 
consumed an average of 13.46 pounds of 
corn per head daily; those on bluestem pas- 
ture refused to eat any corn. | 

During the 50 day full feeding phase of 
the third test the heifers fed in a dry lot 
consumed an average of 12.33 pounds of 
corn per head daily; those on bluestem pas- 
ture 3.03 pounds per head daily. 

The average corn consumption during the 
full feeding phase of the three tests was 
12.72 pounds per head daily for the heifers 
fed in a dry lot; and 3.43 pounds per head 
daily for the heifers fed on bluestem pas- 
ture. 

Each year the heifers full fed 50 days 
in a dry lot were appraised $.50 per cwt. 
higher than the heifers full fed on blue- 
stem pasture. 

Each year the heifers full fed 50 days in 
a dry lot returned appreciably more, over 
and above feed cost plus heifer cost, than 
the heifers full fed 50 days on bluestem 
pasture. The average for the three tests 
was $5.43 per head greater for the heifers 
full fed in a dry lot. 

Producing from 225 to 250 pounds of gain 
on heifer calves during the wintering phase, 
then full feeding 50 days on bluestem grass, 
did utilize some grass but this method did 
not prove to be nearly so satisfactory as 
another method of utilizing bluestem grass 
in fattening yearling heifers that is now be- 
ing studied at the Kansas Station. Two of 
the three tests planned to study this other

Soybean Oil Meal 


vs. Cottonseed Meal 
C. W. McCampbell 

Quite a few tests have been conducted by 
corn belt agricultural experiment stations in 
which soybean oil meal has been compared 
with cottonseed meal as protein supple- 
ments in cattle fattening rations. Despite 
this fact many Kansas cattle feeders re- 
quested that the Kansas Station compare 
soybean meal and cottonseed meal as pro- 
tein supplements in cattle fattening rations. 
This request was due largely to the increas- 
ed interest in the production of soybeans in 
Kansas and also to the increase in the use 
of soybean oil meal in this state. 

On November 7, 1939 the Kansas Station 
started such a test with steer calves. Each 
lot was fed all the corn and Atlas sorgo 
silage it would consume and 1/10 pound 
of ground limestone per head daily. In 
addition, lot 1 was fed 43 per cent protein 
cottonseed meal at the rate of 1% pounds 
per head daily. Lot 2 was fed 41 per cent 
expeller process soybean oil meal at the 
rate of 1% pounds daily. It should also 
te stated that since it looked as though we 
might not have enough silage alone to carry 
through to the end of the test as the rough- 
age portion of the ration, prairie hay was 
fed at the rate of 1 pound per head daily 
during the last 134 of the 218 days’ feed- 
ing period. 

Lot 1 fed cottonseed meal was charged 
into the test at $10 a hundred; averaged 392 
pounds a head in weight when the test 
started; consumed a daily per head average 
of 9.54 pounds of ground shelled corn; 1.5 
pounds of cottonseed meal; 1/10 pound of 
ground limestone; 9.55 pounds of Atlas 
Silage and 1 pound of prairie hay the last 
134 days. In this lot the gain was 2.13 
pounds per head daily; the cost of gain 
$7.16 a hundred; the price at home neces- 
sary to break even on calf cost plus feed 
cost $8.46 a hundred; the appraised value 
$10.25 a hundred, Kansas City basis; and

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sy Fred Hanne Past President American Aberdeen-Angus Association dies at 69 


In the passing of Heber L. Hartley the 
Aberdeen-Angus fraternity has lost a 
staunch supporter of all that was good in 
the breed, an admirer of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle who put his sincere energies into the 
bettering of the breed through the use of 
the best that could be had in both bulls and 
breeding females. A man of sterling char- 
acter, keenest intellect, quick and good judg- 
ment, a business director, amiable and 
capable in everything which he undertook. 
During his connection with the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding industry Mr. Hartley served 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders 
Association as President and as a 
member of the board of directors, 
devoting his time unstintingly, 
spending both time and money free- 
ly in the reconstruction period, all 
for the good of the cause which he 
espoused. He was a friend indeed, 
a gentleman at all times, command- 
ed the highest respect of all who 
were so fortunate as to know him. 
Especially admired by all who la- 
bored with him in his official capa- 
city as an association executive as 
well as a breeder of high class Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle. 

From the Duluth Herald of July 
29th is taken the following an- 
nouncement: 

“Funeral services for Heber Lyn- 
den Hartley, 2602 East Seventh 
street, prominent Duluth resident 
and a nationally known cattle breed- 
er, will be held at 2:30 p. m. Tues- 
day in the residence. Death came 
to Mr. Hartley Saturday night in 
a Rochester, Minn., hospital. He 
was 69 years old. 

“A past president of the Ameri- 
can Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ as- 
sociation, he was known to cattle 
breeders in every section of the 
country. In 1936 he was honored 
by the Minnesota Live Stock Breed- 
ers’ association with an honorary 
citation for his work in this field 
and his picture was hung in the gal- 
lery at the live stock pavilion of 
the University of Minnesota as a 
representative Minnesota agricul- 
tural leader. 

“The citation, made by Dean W. 
C. Coffey of the college of agricul- 
ture, was in ‘recognition of conspic- 
uous accomplishment in the live 
stock field and particularly in the breeding 
of Guernsey and Aberdeen-Angus cattle.’ 


“Mr. Hartley was the eleventh of twelve 
children born to Edward W. and Rebecca B. 
Hartley on a farm near Shogomoc, N. B. 
The family moved to this country when he 
was a boy and he received his elementary 
and college education in the United States. 
He was graduated from the University of 
Minnesota law school, with Phi Beta Kappa 
recognition for scholastic achievement. 


“At the turn of the century, with his 
brothers, Roland H. Hartley, former gover- 
nor of Washington, and the late G. G. Hart- 
ley, he was engaged in townsite develop- 
ment, general construction and utility man- 
agement. The Hartleys were interested in 
the development of Cass Lake and other 
communities in this region. It was in 1902, 
while engaged in a development project in 
Western Minnesota with G. G. Hartley, that 
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his brother persuaded him to undertake the 
establishment of a Guernsey breeding plant 
at Island, Minnesota, fifty miles west of 
Duluth. 

“Two years were spent in clearing 750 
acres of virgin land, more than haif of 
which was heavily timbered. When the 
farm was ready for operation, Mr. Hartley 
personally supervised the purchase of every 
head of cattle. He also supervised all breed- 
ing at the farm, and many renowned sires 
were used at the farm. When in 1922, the 
federal experiment station at Beltsville, 
Maryland, completed an exhaustive study

and rating of Guernsey sires, based on their 
ability to transmit butterfat producing ca- 
pacity to their offspring, the Hartley bred 
bull, Gold Lassie’s Julian, led by a margin 
of more than fifty-seven pounds of butter- 
fat every bull listed in the herd register of 
the American Guernsey Cattle club. 


“Guernseys from the farm were known at 
dairy cow shows everywhere. One of the 
notable achievements of Mr. Hartley in this 
field was the founding and development of 
the ‘La Noce Family’ of Guernseys, and 
three members of that family have complet- 
ed former world’s records. La Noce family 
females have sold up to $15,000 per head. 

“Turning from Guernseys to Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, Mr. Hartley achieved wide 
success at the Hartley stock farm at Page, 
North Dakota. Cattle from both of the 
farms have won top honors at national 
shows on many occasions. 


“Mr. Hartley retired from active work in 
this field in 1928 and since has devoted his 
time to private interests. He is survived by 
his widow, the former Elizabeth Spencer: a 
brother, Roland, of Washington, now visit- 
ing in the city, and a sister, Mrs. Lewis ¢ 
Rogers, Buffalo, N. Y.” :

ate family who attended the private funeral,

On Sale of Single Car Load of Fat Cows 


To avoid the mutilation of carca 
the easier handling of cattle in groups mans 
breeders and finishers have resorted to the 
cruel process of dehorning—a system most 
wasteful and more or less costly to the op-

I have sat at the ringside and watched 
farmer after farmer pass up the purchase 
of a good Aberdeen-Angus bull after the 
price had passed an even hundred dollars. 
Scarcely without fail, when asked why he 
passed the good bull, the answer would be 
that the price was too high. The point the 
Journal is endeavoring to make here is that 
no one knows the value of a good bull; that 
men maintaining cow herds of twenty or 
more head of horned cattle, or cattle repre- 
senting dehorned breeds, can after all af- 
ford to pay a good round price for a bull 
that will dehorn the calf crop derived from 
these cows. Especially is this true when 
referring to the use of an Aberdeen-Angus 
bull of quality, thickness, smoothness, and 
good type, a bull that will not only save the 
loss at sale time on the fat cattle derived 
from his use, but, a bull that will also add 
to the pound value through the transmis- 
sion of his superior feeding and finishing 
qualities to his offspring. 

Had the gentleman referred to in the ac- 
companying item which appeared in the 
Kansas City Drovers Journal of June 20th 
used an Aberdeen-Angus bull he certainly 
would have saved himself the price of a 
pretty good bull on a single crop at the 
market on that specific occasion. There are 
thousands of men throughout the country 
who purchase cheap horned bulls, whose 
annual losses at marketing time exceed 
each year the price of a good Aberdeen-An- 
gus bull. In the first place an Aberdeen- 
Angus bull will take care of twenty-five to 
forty head of cows easily, the calves will be 
hornless, and they will be thicker, better 
quality, higher selling when finished. This 
one man’s single crop loss of $600.00 would 
buy a real bull. This bull would be capable 
of producing several crops of calves, so 
multiply the number of crops by $600.00 
and see what a good bull is really worth— 
if that bull is an Aberdeen-Angus. 


The Journal is indebted to Mr. Ray L. 
Cuff, of Kansas City, regional manager of 
the National Live Stock Loss Prevention 
Board, for the following article, which cer- 


tainly sustains the Journal’s contention of 
long standing that an Aberdeen-Angus bull 
is worth a good long price when it comes to 
commercial production of beef cattle. The 
article reads: 

“Looking as though they had been sub- 
jected to the devastating fire of machine 
guns and anti-tank guns, four of these five 
carcasses (shown on this page) are exani- 
ples of the horn bruise damage on a load 
of twenty-four tipped-horn, good young 
cows which were slaughtered in the plant 
of one of the major packers recently. The 
fifth carcass, the one in the center, is that 
of a good quality cow which shows no in- 
juries and was placed there for purposes of 
comparison. 

“The loss on this load of cows because of 
the damage resulting from tipped horns av- 
eraged $25.00 per head, or around $600 on 
the carload. This indicates the reason why 
buyers generally insist on a price deduction 
of at least 25c per cwt. on all fat and feed- 
er cattle with horns, whether they be full 
length or tipped. 

“This load of cattle was bruised from 
round to chuck,’ the packer who bought 
these cattle said. ‘Some were so badly bruis- 
ed that it was necessary to trim practically 
all of the loin away, leaving holes in the 
side of beef eighteen inches in diameter. 
The sad part about the whole thing was 
that this was a nice desirable load of cows. 
They had a good bright covering of fat, 
were comparatively young, and would have 
sold readily through most any trade chan- 
nel. However, being bruised so badly, about 
all we can do is to bone out practically the 
entire carcass.’ 

“Horns, tipped horns, half horns or stub 
horns all bruise cattle in transit or in feed 
lots. When growers realize the price they 
pay for horns as decorations on their cattle 
they will make a more systematic practice 
of dehorning calves to prevent such price 
deductions and losses. The carcasses are 
being inspected by R. L. Cuff, of Kansas 
City, regional manager of the National Live 
Stock Loss Prevention Board.” 


erator having the work done. Why not 
save this extra expense also? The use of a 
good Aberdeen-Angus bull will not only re. 
move the horns in a painless manner, but 
will help avoid losses so often experienced 
in the artificial process. There must be a 
shrinkage following the operation, and this 
too is costly, for who can replace the health 
and lost flesh without extra cost? 

Take another look at the carcasses hang- 
ing on this rail. Is it good business to con- 
tinue in this same old groove? The Jour- 
nal thinks not, and would recommend to ey- 
ery farmer the use of a polled bull, regard- 
less of the breed, more especially are we 
interested in the use of an Aberdeen-Angus 
bull, because the dehorning process is but 
one of the benefits derived. The calf crop is 
more apt to be of one color, and there is no 
discounting the fact that a solid colored 
load of finished cattle carry an additional 
attractiveness worth while at the markets, 

No horns, more evenness in color, and 
where the right type and quality bull is us- 
ed there will be more style, more quality, 
easier feeding ability, and a resulting bet- 
ter price in the finished product. 

Try an Aberdeen-Angus bull, ask your 
neighbor to use an Aberdeen-Angus bull 
and thus do your bit in the process of pro- 
ducing better beef.

the return over and above calf cost plus 
feed cost $8.92 a head. | 

Lot 2 fed soybean oil meal was also 
charged into the test at $10 a hundred; 
average 391 pounds a head in weight when 
the test started; consumed a daily per head 
average of 9.43 pounds of corn, 1.5 pounds 
of soybean oil meal; 1/10 pound of ground 
limestone; 9.53 pounds of Atlas silage, and 
1 pound of prairie hay the last 134 days. 
In this lot gain was 2.11 pounds per head 
daily; the cost of gain $7.12 a hundred; the 
price at home necessary to break even on 
calf cost plus feed cost $8.45 a hundred; the 
appraised value $10.00 a hundred, Kansas 
City basis; and the return over and above 
calf cost plus feed cost $6.80 a head. 

A summarization of the more important 
facts relating to this test follows: 

1. Gains were slightly greater but cost 
of gains was a bit higher in the lot fed 
cottonseed meal than in the lot fed soybean 
oil meal. 

2. The lot fed cottonseed meal seemed to 
show somewhat more finish and were ap- 
praised $0.25 per cwt. higher than the lot 
fed soybean oil meal. ; } 

3. The slight advantage in gains and 
the higher appraised value per cwt. of the 
calves fed cottonseed meal resulted in a 
margin over calf cost and feed cost which 
was $2.12 per head greater than in the case 
of the calves fed soybean oil meal, despite 
the fact that soybean oil meal cost less than 
cottonseed meal. 

4. Attention is directed to the fact that in 
each lot the necessary selling price per 
ewt. to break even at home was less than 
the initial cost per cwt.—$1.54 per cwt. for 
the lot fed cottonseed meal, and $1.55 per 
ewt. for the lot fed soybean oil meal. 

5. The lot fed soybean oil meal did not 


have as keen appetities and did not clean 
up its feed as quickly as the lot fed cotton- 
seed meal, yet in the end the lot fed soy- 
bean oil meal consumed nearly as much 
feed and made nearly as much gain as the 
lot fed cottonseed meal. The calves fed 
soybean oil meal also showed a slight ten- 
dency to scour during the latter part of the 
experiment.

Test or Vaccinate for Bang’s? 

By Harry J. Boyts, Live Stock Commis- 
sioner, Live Stock Sanitary Committee, 321 
Live Stock Exchange, Sioux City, Iowa. 

Many live stock breeders are confused 
about testing or vaccinating to control and 
eradicate Bang’s Disease from their herds. 
Both methods have merit, but the type of 
herd and the general management will det- 
ermine the procedure to follow. 

Where a breeding herd is maintained 
separately from exposure to new cattle, the 
test and slaughter method can be success- 
fully followed. Great care must be taken 
to purchase cattle negative to the Bang’s 
test, and they should be maintained in 
separate yards and pastures for 60 days for 
a retest. It is also important to purchase 
feed that is known to be free from infection. 
Hauling feed in live stock trucks not 
nr aaa cleaned and disinfected is un- 
safe. 

Encouraging results are being obtained 
by proper vaccination of heifer calves when 
five to six months old, and this practice is 
increasing in commercial beef herds. It is 


recommended that all new calves be proper- 
ly vaccinated each season in herds where 
vaccination is practiced. 

Experienced veterinarians are using a 
combination of testing and vaccinating in 
the management of many valuable herds. 
No special feeds or medicine are effective 
in preventing, controlling, or curing Bang’s 
according to reports of the United States 
Bureau of Animal Industry. 

There are now 268 counties in the United 
States which are accredited as free of 
Bang’s by the testing and slaughter of 
reactors. Virginia and Arkansas have the 
most accredited counties. There are three 
accredited counties in Minnesota and seven 
in North Dakota. Nearly one-fourth of all 
cattle in the nation have been tested for 
Bang’s. Many dairy sections are rapidly 
going forward with the testing. In the 
range areas there is much interest in the 
vaccination, but in many communities there 
is need for good veterinary service to make 
progress. 

Wherever raw milk is sold or consumed 
the cows supplying it should be tested for 
Bang’s. Farmers should not use milk for 
their families unless cows are Bang’s tested, 
as there is the possibility of some member 
of the family contracting undulant fever, 
—— is very distressing and some times 
fatal.

showing. A few of 
the better bull calves 
from each of the three breeds are developed 
each year and sold. 

The breeding herd is maintained on pas- 
ture the greater part of the year. The 
spring and summer calves usually run with 
their mothers on pasture. Creep-feeding is 
practiced in some cases. The fall and win- 
ter calves are usually kept at the barn and 
nursed twice daily. The dams of the fall 
calves are fed a little grain. The winter 
ration for the breeding herd consists of ap- 
proximately thirty-five pounds silage per 
cow and either a limited amount of legume 
hay or one pound of protein concentrate 
per head daily. A limited amount of wheat, 
barley and oat straw, coarser hays and corn 
stover or fodder are fed at times during the 
winter. A simple mineral mixture compos- 
ed of equal parts by weight of finely ground 
an, steam bone meal and salt is self- 
ed. 

The herd has been federally accredited 
free of tuberculosis for a number of years 
and is tested semi-annually for Bang’s dis- 
ease. 


The heifers that are well developed are 
bred at eighteen months of age so that they 
have their first calves at about twenty-sev- 
en months of age. An attempt is made to 
keep the herd at the highest breeding effic- 
lency and any cows that become irregular 
breeders are marketed. 
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Champion. The other females represented 
in the herd are the Barbaras and Blackbirds 
(Second Branch).

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The Steer Business Not Forgotten in the Blue Grass State

Pure bred breeders, everywhere are prone 
to consider steers, unworthy of their care- 
ful attention. Too frequently, breeders, too 
well satisfied with their bulls think that all 
of their bull calves must be herd sires. They 
come to believe that all of their heifers are 
foundation stock for some new breeder. 

Just how much ill that really does the 
business is difficult to gauge, for all bull 
calves sired by any bull are not good 
enough to be herd sires. We are inclined 
to include the sons of International grand 
champions as well as first prize winners, 
when we state that all of their sons are not 
of good enough type, quality and individu- 
ality to be placed at the head of a herd. It 
is our guess that most every breeder will 
agree with us on that statement, yet, many 
while in agreement will still insist that 
their calves are different. 

We believe, and quite strongly, that many 
bulls in service are inferior. If not, why 
the constant clamor for a herd bull. Breed- 
ers, who are in the habit of traveling about 
considerably, and who thus see many herds, 
are looking for a herd bull. That fact, and 
it is a fact, should be proof enough that too 
many herd bulls are not the best sires. Cer- 
tainly not, bulls whose get is always of top 
rank. 

We started to talk about the steer busi- 
ness in Kentucky. We have mentioned the 
Louisville Fat Stock Show in these columns 
before, and expect that it will again be a 
scene for some great show of steers. 

Kentucky breeders, and we include the 
greatest and largest herds in the state, are 
annually steering many good bull calves. 
Occasionally, a breeder may make a steer 
out of a real herd bull prospect. That may 
cost that breeder and the breed a little 
progress. Yet, we are quite certain that 
the progress that it may be costing is made 
up in the numbers of bull calves that these 
same breeders are annually putting into 
marketable beef, that might otherwise be 
heading some herd and siring calves that 
are not a credit to the breed. When we 
make comment of that nature, we do not 
mean that the Kentucky bred bulls are gen- 
erally the kind that would sire inferior cat- 
tle. Not at all, for many a bull calf has

hurst Farm, out of Lexington, Kentucky. 


been steered in Kentucky and fed out by 
some 4-H or Future Farmer boy that would 
have made a good breeding bull. Kentucky 
breeders are interested in the business end 
of beef cattle. They more or less gauge 
their cow herds as to their value, their bulls 
as to their breeding out worth, by the kind 
of steers that they have bred and how they 
rank at Louisville’s great steer show in No- 
vember. We think it a rather good idea. 
Certainly, it keeps the breeders’ minds 
awake to the packer type, the premium

kind of steer and the one that earns the 
largest profit. Packers are not known to 
be offering premiums for inferior type, in- 
ferior quality or inferior dressing percent- 
ages in their purchase of beef. The prices 
paid annually at Louisville are not high, 
but the packers do show a big difference in 
their willingness to buy and pay premiums 
for the quality product. We have attended 
a Louisville Fat Stock Show, and if any- 
where on earth, Aberdeen-Angus calves ex- 
ceed in number and are superior in quality 
to those of the other beef breeds, Louis- 
ville is the place. In 1937 some 2000 
head of steers were exhibited and fully 
90% were pure bred Aberdeen-Angus. 
Of that number, 1800 steers, almost all 
of them were Kentucky bred steers. The 
number of calves to be exhibited this 
fall, we do not know, but we believe it 
will exceed in the number and in the 
percentage of blacks that of 1937. Since 
such is the case, we think Kentucky 
breeders are possibly more awake to 
the steer end of the business than many 
of her neighbor states. That Kentucky’s 
herds are being improved is no ques- 
tion. That much improvement can still 
be made is recognized by all of the 
Blue grass state breeders. 

_ One real gentleman, Mr. R. M. Clark,

Banquet, warned breeders everywhere to 
watch Kentucky. He, like many others, 
wants to see Kentucky with its great past- 
ures, its ability to raise feed, regain a po- 
sition of top rank in the breeding of pure 
bred live stock. Mr. Clark and his son, Mr. 
Julius G. Clark, are buying the best bulls 
they can secure, are improving their cow 


. herd by a strict program of culling and ad- 


dition by purchase, and we look for them to 
go out on the big time circuit one of these 
years with a show herd and not necessarily 
win all the top prizes, but at least have a 
herd good enough to cause the leading show 
men some little anxiety. 

However, if you think that Clarkland 
Farms pay no attention to the steer end of 
the business, you have another guess com- 
ing. I have seen many steers on grass and 
later in the feed lots. The senior member 
of the firm, Mr. R. M. Clark has always 
fed steers and will we imagine continue to 
do so. Usually he buys out his son’s in- 
terest and feeds them on out, and farm 
profits do interest him. The steers earn a 
profit. The Clarks have no idea that all of 
their bull calves are prospective herd sires 
and steer the majority of the crop each year. 
They are particular about the kind of bulls 
they use in their own herd and always en- 


deavor to sell only bulls that they believe 
will go out and sire cattle that will be prof- 
itable. 

J. H. Quisenberry, owner of Hill Crest 
Farms at Winchester has a herd of very 
uniform cows, modern type every one of 
them, and his bulls are right. Does he make 
steers out of his bull calves? Visit him and 
see how many bulls, of serviceable age, he 
has for sale. He has too good a market for 
steer calves to save many for bulls. By 
that we do not mean he doesn’t offer and 
sell a number of bulls each year. He does, 
for he has bred Aberdeen-Angus for a num- 
ber of years, has started many pure bred

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herds in the state and has a rather nice list 
of buyers who visit his herd first when in 
need of additional females or a new herd 
sire. But, steer calves bred by him have 
made a very good record at Louisville and 
annually he has calls for more good calves 
than he can furnish. As with Messrs. Clark, 
Aberdeen-Angus are no hobby, but are a 
means of profitable farming, and his herd 
has always showed a good profit on his in- 
vestment. Too often we hear the statement 
that pure bred live stock are merely play- 
things, that no breeder makes money, and 
that all pure bred breeders eventually “go 
broke”. If you don’t care to earn a profit 
on your cattle and your farm don’t bother 
to ask Quisenberry how to breed good cat- 
tle He isn’t interested in the hobby end of 
it. Of course, he enjoys good cattle, he 
takes pride in his ownership of a good herd 
and enjoys seeing his calves win at the 
shows where they are exhibited. Yet, the 
herd was established to earn profits, is 
managed to do that and what’s more ac- 
complishes his purpose. His set of books 
are complete, his records show that profits 
are to be made and made with a good breed- 
ing herd of cattle. 


The herd at Allenhurst is one of the old- 
est in the country having been established 
by Mr. J. Harvey Allen’s father, who was 
one of the charter members of the Ameri- 
can Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. 
The present herd descends from the early 
foundation and the many successes earned 
by the cattle bred there must be proof that 
the herd is right in type and of quality suf- 
ficient to be interesting to new breeders. 
The steers, at Allenhurst are of major im- 
portance. More bull calves are steered an- 
nually than are retained for breeding pur- 
poses. Good bulls bred to good females 
produce good calves and no matter how 


much feed, how much fitting and care one 
may exercise on an animal, it first must 
have the type and the breeding to be a win- 
ner. Allen bred steers have won major 
awards at Louisville on many occasions, and 
each year, Mr. Allen becomes more inter- 
ested in the calves that he sells to the 4-H 
club boys to be fitted for the Kentucky 
show. Profits, well, what do you think? 
With the grass available, the feed that can 
be grown, the costs are not high to raise 
Aberdeen-Angus in Kentucky and this herd 
too, is operated not for pleasure, but for 
profit. That’s what we like about the busi- 
ness, it can be and is interesting and pleas- 
ant to breed good Aberdeen-Angus and yet 
can be a most profitable investment. Mr. 
Allen also sells breeding cattle. The bull, 
that possibly did more to build Mr. J. H. 
Quisenberry’s good herd to its present state 
was Prince Elcho 3d which was bred by 
J. Harvey Allen. This bull was good enough 
so that Mr. Allen bought him back from Mr. 
Quisenberry after he was an old bull. 


Dixie Stock Farm at Lancaster has a 
large herd, and a very well bred herd. It 
is owned and operated by Messrs. A. T. and 
J. I. Sanders, two business getting brothers 
who demand good cattle be bred at their 
farm and who demand that the herd be 
profitable. Few steer shows in Kentucky, 
whether county fairs or local village shows 
are not attended by Sanders Brothers. 
What’s more they usually have several 
calves, bred by them, that are either at the 
top or offering the hottest competition. It 
is rather difficult to beat a program of pure 
bred live stock when the breeder pays atten- 
tion to the steer end of the business. We 
know the Dixie Stock Farm herd earns prof- 
its. For, Sanders Brothers would not have 
increased the size of the herd to its present 
numbers unless they recognized the profits 


to be earned in the business. They hay 
many farms and many cattle are on Pe 
farms, and annually the herd produces to 
pce ge eT ee cattle that 
are being distributed in Kentuc 
— —_- Ky and on 
ne of the many other good breed; 
herds is Lynnwood Farm at Banville tt 
owned and personally operated by Mr, M T 
Minor. Here is another real Kentucky gen. 
tleman, not a young manin years any more 
but young in his ideas of breeding, improy. 
ing and selling Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Mr 
Minor has as well bred a herd of cattle as 
can be found in Kentucky and many other 
states. He has a ranch in Kansas and the 
cattle there, too are pure bred Aberdeen. 
Angus, though they are not registered. The 
heifers that do not quite meet his standards 
are shipped to this pure bred commercia] 
herd in Kansas and they produce top beef 
Mr. Minor is also interested in the fat show 
steers and he too, like these other Kentucky 
breeders about whom we have commented 
regularly steers more of his bull calves 
than he retains for prospective herd bull buy- 
ers. Drive in to Lynnwood some day and 
you will probably find Mr. Minor astride a 
horse, attending to the management of his 
herd of cattle or his large flock of sheep, 
Profits, and again we invite you to ask Mr. 
Minor to operate a farm without Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle and do it profitably. We ven- 
ture his answer would be that it couldn’t be 
done.

There is no short-cut to success in the 
business of breeding good cattle or any 
kind of live stock. Yet, there is no better 
or quicker way to improve and breed better 
live stock than by the use of good sires. In 
fact, it is the only method by which a breed- 
er can forge ahead. Note the successful 
breeders, study their operations, and one 
thing is always to be found. That one thing 
is top sires. Some breeders may favor one 
strain of cattle over that of another, each 
can still be successful if and only if he uses 
a real herd sire. 

When Michigan breeders banded together 
to sponsor a promotional sale of breeding 
cattle the latter part of June at Lansing, 
there was considerable apprehension as to 
the out-come. It was the first sale sponsor- 
ed by the Michigan Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association in twenty years. The re- 
sults, highly pleasing to the consignors, and 
to the breeders generally, revealed one thing 
at least, and that one thing is that Michi- 
gan herds are headed by better than aver- 
age bulls. Good cattle are never produced 
by inferior breeding bulls. 

Much of the credit for the kind of bulls 
in service in many of Michigan’s_ better 
herds must be given to Messrs. William E. 
Scripps and Sidney Smith, owner and man- 
ager of Wildwood Farms at Lake Orion. 
Wildwood Farms has for a number of years 
been producing top cattle and for the most 
part have sold the cattle locally. Not that 
some haven’t gone into many other states, 
for such is always the case where a herd is 
producing the right kind. 

Good bulls have always been in service at 
Wildwood Farms. The present senior herd 
sire, Bandolier of Anoka by the great sire, 
Blackbird Bandolier of Page, has a most 
enviable record in the shows and an even 
greater record in the breeding pen. Bando- 
lier of Anoka’s greatest show ring triumph 
was when he was made junior champion at 
the 1931 International Live Stock Show. 
Since that date, for quite a few years, his 
get have been upholding his right to that 
honor at Chicago and other major exhibi- 
tions. I believe that in a rating of out- 
standing Aberdeen-Angus sires, he was rat- 
ed in second place and but a scant few 
points from the top position.

He was selected to cross on the 
many daughters of Bandolier of Anoka that 
are in the Wildwood herd, and if his get are 
as good as a senior yearling daughter out 
of a dam by Bandolier of Anoka, there will 
be no mistake made in using him. He is 
one of the smoothest bulls we have seen 
and has much about him that we would 
enjoy seeing on more breeding cattle. 

Black Bardolier, a real top son of Bando- 
lier of Anoka was selected by Drs. O. S. and 
J. J. Hendren for their senior herd bull at 
Grand River Stock Farm, Webberville. The 
Doctors had looked for a bull in many states 
and were fortunate in their ability to secure 
Black Bardolier. Here is a bull with the 
scale and smoothness that one wants. No, 
Black Bardolier is not a large bull, but is 
both thick and deep, with a good front and

Black Bardolier has one outstanding son 
in service in Michigan today. We refer to 
Evesback Evader, senior herd bull at Cesor 
Farms, Farmington, Michigan. _Evesback 
Evader was on the major show circuit last 
year with the Wildwood Farms show string 
and proceded to do credit to his sire wher- 
ever exhibited. He too has the thickness 
and the type that has made Bandolier of 
Anoka’s get stand out. Evesback Evader’s 
dam is also a Bandolier of Anoka daugh- 
ter, so he is a double bred grandson of the 
Scripps bull. We _haven’t seen the calves 
by him at Cesor Farms yet, but our guess 
is that they are right or will be when they 
start arriving. 

After the Michigan sale, I had my first 
visit to Woodcote Stock Farm at Ionia. The 
herd has been in existence for many years, 
and the late Alex Minty did much to build 
the herd to its present state. Woodcote’s 
show cattle as well as the breeding cattle 
have always been well regarded, and I saw 
one particularly good heifer there that 
“was not being priced.” Can’t say that I 
blame Miss Minty, Mr. Cutler’s manager 
for her wish to keep the heifer and see 
what she will do when it’s time to meet the 
competition. Alexander M. of Rothmaise, 
senior herd sire is still a breeding bull and 
many a good calf has dropped to his ser- 
vice. He is by Earl Eric Glencarnock 3d, 
a bull whose get has been heard of long be- 
fore now. His dam, a Buxom Maid Miss 
Burgess reminds me of a Mercer county il- 
lustration of what one good animal can do 
in a few years. 

A few of the breeders from Aledo, The 


Aberdeenshire of America, visited at Wood- 
cote and each selected one or two cows. One 
was a Woodcote Miss Burgess with a heifer 
calf at side and rebred, the calf in dam 
turned out to be a heifer and the cow con- 
tinued to produce heifers. This purchase 
happened in the summer of 1935 or 1936. 
The buyer, dispersed his herd at the March 
Sale in 1938 at Aledo. Five head were of- 
fered, including the Miss Burgess cow. The 
price which was paid for the original cow 
with calf at side was I believe $300.00 and 
the total gross sale of her and the four head 
credited to her production record was some- 
thing more than $1870.00. It pays to buy 
good cattle. We think the returns paid by 
the cow and her produce a decidedly good 
investment. There are still many good Miss 
Burgess at Woodcote, and we wouldn’t won- 
der if a few might not be for sale. 


Comparatively new in the breeding of 
Aberdeen-Angus is the herd at Raona 
Farms, located a few miles from Williams- 
ton, Michigan. The herd is owned by Dr. 
Ralph M. Wadley, whose name has appear- 
ed in many issues of the Journal as the 
purchaser of several of the real tops at dif- 
ferent auctions. In service is Blackcap 
Revolution B. 3d, secured at the 1939 Brown- 
Tudor auction. Blackcap Revolution B. 3d 
is an International junior champion. He 
has much about him individually as well as 
from the standpoint of pedigree, that might 
be of interest. Surely his breeding as giv- 
en in the pedigree tells a more complete 
story than can yours truly. Raona Farms 
has another bull, that may some day be 
great. He is a calf that we liked well 
enough to display on the May cover, Ra- 
ona’s Revolution, a thickly made short leg- 
ged little fellow, that has both type and 
quality. 

Another herd, also recently established,

Farm at Rochester, Michigan. The owner, 
Mr. Howard L. McGregor has insisted on 
getting tops.

A Dozen Top Heifers to Great Oaks 


During the past year, some very good 
cattle have found their way to Great Oaks 
Stock Farm, the herd being established at 
Rochester, Michigan by Mr. Howard L. Mc- 
Gregor, a Detroit manufacturer. 


We recall our first conversation about 
building a herd, and the instructions that 
Mr. McGregor made as to what he wanted. 
First, and above all, he wanted a herd of 
top females of the right type and quality, 
with the kind of breeding that has pro- 
duced both top show cattle as well as good 
breeding individuals. We recall, too, that 
we stated that such a herd would take 
longer to build, that the purchase price 
would likely be considerably higher. But, 
we agreed that top breeding pays the great- 
est return in the pure bred business. Great 
Oaks Stock Farm is not set up for a quick 
profit. Not at all, rather, it is being build- 
ed to last, to become one of the great breed- 
ing herds of Aberdeen-Angus in the nation. 


At Mr. McGregor’s request, we travelled 
north, as he was particularly well pleased 
with the cattle that we purchased for him 
at the 1939 Northwest Breeders’ Sale. He 
advised that we see what these herds had to 
offer. Most of the cattle at Hartleys and 
Hannas had been reserved for the sale, and 
there were some from each herd that we 
would have enjoyed seeing at Great Oaks 
Stock Farm. However, at Lofgren-McGre- 
gor Stock Farm at Ada, Minnesota, were 
quite a few young but very good top heifers. 


Mr. Kenneth McGregor allowed a choice, 
and we selected a dozen that we believe is 
a cross section of the breeding of the great 
Lofgren McGregor herd. We wanted most 
to secure daughters of General of Ada. 


Perhaps it was luck, or more likely, the type 
we wanted most was the type that this good 
breeding bull is stamping on his calves. Of 
the dozen, picked out of fifty odd heifers, 
eight were by General of Ada, two by Black 
Bardolier 2d, a full brother to Black Bardo- 
lier, who heads the Grand River Stock Farm 
herd at Webberville, Michigan, and two by 
Revolution 78th, he a son of Blackcap Revo- 
lution. 

There’s nothing like persistence in getting 
what one wants. I wanted a very nice little 
heifer, and she happened to be a Blackcap 
Bessie, and Mr. McGregor didn’t want to let 
her go at all. I cannot but admit that I 
didn’t blame him much, as with a little more 
age and a bit of fitting, she would quickly 
bring a lot more money. Anyway, he wanted 
to keep her in the herd. Yes, she was a 
daughter of General of Ada, and that also 
was reason for him not wanting to include 
her with the others. 


Mr. Robert L. Hanna, owner of Hanna 
Stock Farm was with me, and when I se- 
lected another little heifer, a Juana, also by 
General of Ada, he wanted to buy her for 
his herd. In fact, he offered a profit, and 
we turned down the chance to make a little 
money. She was one of the real tops in 
the lot, and at the Fargo sale last year, I 
bought for Great Oaks a similarly bred heif- 
er that has great possibilities. e Elines, 
and the Edellas both appeal and one each

Michigan Man Writes. 

Manager Frank Little of Wickwire Farms 
Jackson, Michigan, writes concerning the 
matter of vaccination for Bangs disease 
Mr. Little says: “We hear now days much 
about the vaccination for Bangs disease, | 
thought perhaps you might be interested 
as to the results we have had here at Wick- 
wire Farms. Two years ago last May we 
tested and found we had a bad case, and up 
to this time had lost seven calves. We 
started to vaccinate these cows two weeks 
before they were rebred, in fact carvied 
out this method with all of our cows. Up 
to date have only lost one calf from forty- 
two cows and heifers. In some instances 
these cows have cleared up and have given 
us a negative test. 

We vaceinnted all our calves from six 
months to eight months of age and they 
have all been clean, with one exception, 
and she was one that was not vaccinated 
until one vear of age. We think calfhood 
vaccination is the only thing in herds that 
are infected, and the time is near when we 
will look at the health certificate as much 
as the resistration papers.

Hardwick and Mr. Joe Keefauver, owner 
and manager of Hardwick Farms at Cleve- 
land, Tennessee, had been searching for a 
bull to use on the daughters of Prizemere 
364th, that have been dropped at the Cleve- 
land, Tennessee, farm. Both of them real- 
ized that good bulls are not easy to locate. 
They must recall too, that when located, 
they are not easily purchased. In fact, some 
are not even priced. 

It was at the 1940 J. Garrett Tolan Sale, 
when Mr. Keefauver finally found the calf 
that he wanted. Others present had am- 
bitions to own the same young bull, and the 
auction started. However, Joe Keefauver 
has a good example to follow in the method 
which Mr. Hardwick employs, when he 
wants an animal in an auction, that being 
sit there and keep bidding until the auc- 
tioneer says sold. The last bid is the only 
buying bid. The next to the last one never 
gets the job done. Joe Keefauver realized 
that he must place the last bid and the last 
bid on Ejileenmere 298th was an even 
$3800.00. A lot of money, too much many 
people will say. We are not so sure. If 
Eileenmere 298th sires half the number of 
good cattle that his sire, Eileenmere 85th 
has sired, if they sell for half the price that 
Eileenmere 85th’s sons and daughters have 
averaged the past months, then $3800.00 is 
not a high figure for the bull. Doubtless, 
the fact that Eileenmere 298th was by Ei- 
leenmere 85th raised the price tag several 
hundreds of dollars.

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The Balanced Diet 


The healthful qualities of meat and its 
place in a balanced diet will be featured in 
a nation-wide, long range advertising and 
merchandising program, according to an an- 


nouncement made recently by the Institute 
of American Meat Packers at its headquar- 
ters in Chicago. 

The program will be one of the most ex- 
tensive ever undertaken by an industry. A 
substantial part of the advertising will ap- 
pear in newspapers and magazines. 

The decision is in line with suggestions 
made by a large number of live stock pro- 
ducers and producer organizations. The 
campaign will work for an increased con- 
sumer demand for meat of all varieties— 
fresh pork, beef, veal, mutton, and lamb. 
Demand for meat products, such as hams 
and bacon, lard, and sausage, also will be 
stimulated. 

The decision to start an advertising cam- 
paign, the cost of which will be pro-rated 
on an equitable basis within the industry, 
was prompted by loss of world markets, the 
desire of the industry to utilize its facilities 
to a fuller extent, and thereby create great- 
er employment, according to George A. 
Schmidt, Chairman of the Institute’s Board 
of Directors and President of Stahl-Meyer, 
Inc., of New York City. 


Mr. Schmidt added: 


“The people of America need more meat 
for a balanced diet for greater health. 


“During the last five years, the consump- 
tion of meat and lard averaged only about 
12% greater than during a similar period 
25 years ago. Nevertheless, our population 
has increased about 40% as compared with 
a quarter-century ago. 

“America is considerably behind other na- 
tions in this respect. From 1935 to 1939, 
inclusive, our per capita consumption has 
averaged only about 137 pounds a year, 
while in Argentina it was 326 pounds; in 
New Zealand, 321 pounds; and in Australia, 
205 pounds. 

“Eminent nutritionists inform us_ that 
meat has many of the qualities which the 
body needs for strength and growth. It 
abounds in proteins and contains important 
vitamins and minerals. Moreover, the hu- 
man body is so constructed that it assimi- 
lates meat food readily and thoroughly. 
Meat is one of the most important foods for 
good nutrition of strong and sound bodies. 


“We have been much encouraged by stud- 
ies made by the medical profession in re- 
spect to the value of meat. The Council on 
Foods of the American Medical Association 
approves the statement that meat is a sat- 
isfying, appetizing, delicious, and whole- 
some element in the diet.” 


The national advertising campaign was 
proposed to the industry by G. F. Swift, 
Chairman of the Institute’s Committee on 
Public Relations. Mr. Swift said: 


“This program should have the effect of 
eventually broadening the market for meat, 
one of the most important products of the 
American farm. 


“The meat packing industry has a meri- 
torious, healthful product appealing to the 
appetite. It has effective personnel, accur- 
ate scientific control, and it operates effic- 
iently. It needs only greater consumer ac- 
ceptance of meat for continued growth and 
all-around improvement. Constructive ad- 
vertising creates and assures a larger mar- 
ket. The industry as an industry now has 
decided it cannot afford not to advertise.”

press, but for the most part, consigning 
breeders are now planning on entering diff- 
erent bulls and females with the hope of 
having them place well in the show and sell 
to good advantage in the auction. 

Virginia’s annual sale is held each year at 
the North Wales Club a few miles from 
Warrenton, Virginia is widely known for its 
many beautiful places and North Wales 
Club is one of the best. 

The sales to date held at North Wales 
have been most successful, the main reason 
for which, we think is that Virginia breed- 
ers have been promotional minded in their 
selection and the preparation of their con- 
signments. 

From the information that we have, we 
are led to believe that the 1940 sale offer- 
ing will be an even better lot of cattle than 
have been consignments in past years. Vir- 
ginia breeders want their respective con- 
signments to be better, competition de- 
mands constant improvement and merely 
keeping pace does not satisfy the ambitions 
of at least a number of the breeders of 
blacks in the state. 


We note that six bulls are being listed 
% for the sale. This number is in keeping 
ve with past sales. The Virginia Fall Sale 
; bulls are expected to be a top lot. Each is 
expected to be a real herd sire prospect. 
In checking through the breeding on these 
bulls we find they are a rather well bred 
‘ lot. If their individuality compares favor- 
ably with their breeding, herd bull buyers, 
or rather breeders in need of a better herd 
sire should not find their time and travel 
wasted by being present at Warrenton on 

Monday, October 14th.

Virginia Breeders to Show 


Exhibiting your cattle at local, county 
and state as well as national fairs is one 
method of advertising that does much for a 
preeder, who plans on building a top herd 
and who hopes to interest breeders from a 
distance to visit his herd when in search 
of a herd bull or some additional good fe- 
est a few years back, Virginia Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders were few in numbers 
and few if any attempted to exhibit their 
cattle at any of the larger shows. Those 
days are past. Virginia has many good 
herds, and the different breeders are rec- 
ognizing more and more the worth of a 
good herd of show cattle. The year 1940 
should see from four to six herds out com- 
peting for top honors. Possibly more will 
exhibit at some smaller shows. 

One of the shows that should attract a 
number of Virginia herds is the Greenbrier 
Valley Fair at Lewisburg-Ronceverte, West 
Virginia. This fair offers a full classifica- 
tion and the premium money, though not 
high, is better than at some state fairs at 
which we have been. Mr. L. L. Little, Can- 
terbury Farm manager, was asked to judge 
the 1989 Greenbrier Valley Fair and when 
he started his job found several herds. 
More than sixty head of Aberdeen-Angus 


were exhibited there last year, and accord- 
ing to information that we have, more num- 
bers are expected to be in evidence at the 
show this year. The dates for this show 
are August 26th through August 31st. 
Mr. Little has again been asked to place 
the beef cattle and we hope to be present 
and watch him tie the ribbons. The report 
went out last year that he did a grand job, 
and well he should, for he has had the 
necessary experience to know beef cattle. 
Among the herds to show are Brandy 
Rock of Brandy, Virginia. Some rather 
good heifers were in their 1939 string and 
we expect that by now they are even better. 
Broadview of Warrenton may exhibit the 
“get” of Epponian 8th of Rosemere, and 
here again are some coming show cattle. 
Dave Sutherland will have them in shape, 
we know. Red Gate exhibited at Green- 
brier last year and we understand that 
Manager McLaughlin is again planning on 
being at Lewisburg-Ronceverte with an 
even better string. A fourth herd, and one 
that will be seen at other fairs, too, is that 
of Colonel J. B. Dillard’s Winton Farm, 
Amherst, Virginia. At the 1939 Interna-

Mr. Paul Gerlaugh purchas- 
ed twenty-eight head of Aberdeen-Angus a 
ear ago and also that many head of an- 
other breed. This year he has purchased 
two more Aberdeen-Angus heifers. Of the 
thirty head of Blacks at the farm now, 
Shawnee has furnished thirteen head, as 
Mr. Bowman sold eleven to the Experiment- 
al station last year. That’s rather a good 
record for a new herd. The Experimental 
Station plans to fatten pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus and pure bred Herefords, also to fat- 
ten cross breds, using a Hereford bull on 
Aberdeen-Angus cows and an Aberdeen-An- 
gus bull on Hereford cows. We shall en- 
joy getting a report of their findings. It 
should be interesting to see which cross 
breeding program yields the greater profit, 
and which breed yields the greater percent- 
age of edible beef. Time will tell. We hope 
to be able to report results favorable to the 
Blacks and trust that such will be the case.

In your April Journal editorial section 
you list some timely Aberdeen-Angus topics 
and invite the experienced breeders to write 
articles about them, for publication.

6. Herd feeding, etc. 

My prediction is that many an old timer 
would like to start all over again, and would 
be glad to tell your readers how he would do 
it a second time; at least I hope this would 
be so, for such matter has escaped me if it 
is available, and I would very much appre- 
ciate being educated from the first elemen- 
tary grade—right on through.

nnual Missouri breeders picnic was 
nerd on Friday, August 9, 1940, at the Ross 
Hutchinson farm, just a short ways from 
Fayette, in Howard County, Missouri. 

Thursday, the day I traveled toward the 
big blowout, was dark and rainy, with one 

ood rain squall enroute in the northern 

art of the state, but all indications seemed 
i to point to a good day for the picnic, but 
my ideas of what a good indication is must 
have been wrong, for Friday was another 

j day. 
ai, a dark clouds gathering in the 
sky, many Missouri breeders, and several 
of their friends from out of state gathered 
at the Ross Hutchinson farm, and the morn- 
ing was spent in the barn lots examining 
the cattle and going ahead with the sched- 
uled cattle judging contests. : 

I was lucky in getting an early ride from 
Columbia with Prof. Comfort and_ Prof. 
Trowbridge, so not one bit of the Missouri 
picnic escaped me this time, as happened a 
week earlier when I was a late arrival to 
the Texas Breeders Picnic and Barbecue. 

Among the earlier arrivals that I met 
this day was Mr. John Brown, of Rose Hill, 
lowa, and his wife and daughter. They were 
parked right next to the gate, showing that 
they were among the first to be on hand, 
and must say they surely did know their 
way around in this part of the country for 

‘this picnic was held just a short way from 

' the old home place of the Estill and Elliot 
herd, where Mr. Brown first started his 
work with Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

The cattle judging contest was for both 
the adults and juniors, and was interesting 
to all the participants, for after all had 
marked cards on each class and handed 
them to Dan Miller, Howard county Agent 
and breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, the 
classes were then placed by Prof. Trow- 
bridge and John Brown, after which rea- 
sons for the placings were given. 

Two classes of bulls were judged in this 
manner and then a class of young heifers, 
after which a class of mature cows was 
brought in and shown, but not judged. Dan 
Miller has promised to send in a complete 
list of the results on this contest along with 
the names of the winners, both older men 
and those under twenty-one, although I do 
know that the high score was 92 and made 
by a boy under twenty-one years of age. 


Dinner was almost ready and the sky 
looked threatening, but the crowd all gath- 
ered up in the Hutchinson yard and while 
waiting for the final dishes to be placed on 
the long tables listened to the first talk of 
the day, a talk entitled “Black Cattle in the 
Market” made by Mr. S. T. Simpson, East 
St. Louis, Illinois. Mr. Simpson also acts 
in the official capacity of Beef Cattle Su- 
perintendent at the Missouri State Fair, 
and from his many contacts should know 
what, and why, black cattle top the mark- 
ets. He passed this information on to those 
gathered in the shelter of the trees, for it 
had by this time started to mist, but most 
all present remained in place until after 
this talk was finished, then lined up and 
soon were filling their plates with the many 
good things prepared by the breeders wives. 

It was my misfortune to be at the tail 
end of the line, or nearly so, and by the 
time I reached the table many of the good 
things had been selected, but still enough 
on hand to feed many threshers. One thing 
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I had to notice was that the fried chicken 
had a tendency to be mostly wings and 
necks after the crowd passed by, but man- 
aged to get a nice big leg and a thigh and 
balanced the plate with two kinds of potato 
salad, a slab of pecan pie, some fruit salad, 
two kinds of sandwiches, a glass of ice tea 
and topped it off with at least one piece of 
cake, angle food, all this consumed while 
dodging rain drops. Many took to the shelter 
of their cars and failed to return in time to 
hear the start of the after dinner talks. 

Mr. R. Forbis, contest winner, Fayette, 
Missouri, gave a short talk on “Producing 
Commercial Black Calves,” followed by the 
president’s remarks made by the president 
of the Missouri Aberdeen-Angus Breeders 
Association, J. A. Daggs, of Arbela. James 
Inness, president of the Howard County 
Association welcomed the visitors and Mr. 
Paul Van Meter, Queen City, a former suc- 
cessful 4-H Club member, gave a good 
talk on “Opportunities with Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle.” 

The secretary of the Howard County As- 
sociation gave his version of Aberdeen-An- 
gus in Howard County and ended with the 
reading of a short history of the first herds 
in that territory, dwelling mainly on the 
Estill and Elliot herd, so familiar to all of 
our older breeders. Next to the last talk 
of the day was made by Dean H. H. Kildee, 
Iowa State College, Ames, Iowa, and his 
talk has been recorded and will follow this 
article. 

Mr. E. S. Matteson, University of Colum- 
bia, spoke on “Improving Missouri Beef 
Cattle.” His address was cut short by the 
coming of a hard rain of the day that drove 
most of the crowd that was left to their 
cars, and the rest to the barns, where the 
cattle were again inspected. : 

I was more than glad of the opportunity 
to attend this event and was glad to see 
Joe Hooten, manager of Lonjac Farms, and 
Mr. and Mrs. John Epple, owners of Oak 
Ridge Stock Farms, for I presented them 
with their roadside signs, the first to be de- 
livered from this office, and which were 
flown to the picnic for this express purpose. 
These will be two of the very few signs to 
be delivered in this manner.

Using and Improving Aberdeen-Angus 
Cattle. 


Talk given by H. H. Kildee, Dean of Agricul- 
ture, Iowa State College, at the Annual Sum- 
mer Meeting of the Missouri Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders, Fayette, Missouri, August 9, 1940. 


I am most appreciative of the very gen- 
erous introduction given me by our good 
friend, Professor Trowbridge. Whenever I 
see or hear of him, I think of the finest ex- 
ample of good sportsmanship which I have

ever witnessed. It was at the International 
Live Stock Exposition. I was a green 
country boy on the Iowa State College judg- 
ing team. He, while about my age, was 
the coach of the team from your University. 
Evidently he noted that I was extremely 
nervous and in anything but the proper 
mental state to participate in the judging 
contest which was about to start. To put 
me at my ease and give me confidence, he 
came up, clapped me on the shoulder and 
said: “Cheer up, young fellow, you are go- 
ing to be the high man in this contest.” To 
my question as to the basis of his predic- 
tion, he said, “Why look here, the catalog 
of the show has you listed as H. H. Killdall.” 
He succeeded in cheering me up so that I 
did do a very creditable job in that contest. 
What Professor Trowbridge did that morn- 
ing is typical of his unselfish interest in 
each and every person who is so fortunate 
as to come in contact with him. 

I am happy to have this opportunity of 
meeting with you in this section of Missouri 
which has made such outstanding contribu- 
tions to the Aberdeen-Angus breed in 
America. These hills and valleys and the 
people who have lived and worked here have 
played an important role in the history and 
romance of your great breed on American 
soil. I want to commend and congratulate 
you and your predecessors. 

The values of an active state breed asso- 
ciation are many. A meeting such as we 
have today makes possible: 

a. Getting better acquainted. 

b. Exchanging ideas and experiences. 

c. Greater confidence and enthusiasm 
which comes from working together. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed has been built 
and developed by men who emphasized the 
practical utility characteristics in their cat- 
tle. The two most important qualities em- 
phasized have been: 

a. Efficient and economical beef pro- 
duction under prevailing farm conditions. 

The yield of a superior carcass which 
meets consumer demand. 

Hugh Watson of Keillor, known as the 
“Pioneer” breeder, William McCombe of 
Tillyfour, “The Master Breeder,” and Sir 
George MacPherson Grant, who combined 
the best blood lines of his predecessors 
and contemporaries, wisely emphasized 
these very important characteristics. I am 
happy to state that breeders of yesterday 
and today have kept and are keeping these 
qualities as the prime objectives in their 
programs of selecting and breeding. 

The best farmers in Missouri and Iowa 
realize as have the best farmers of Great 
Britain for centuries realized that live stock 
farming is important for the following 
reasons: 

1. To make a greater profit from farm- 
ing. Efficient, well managed live stock 
pays a higher than market price for farm 
crops. In our farm record association, one 
finds ample proof of this statement. With- 
out exception our high profit farms are 
those upon which efficient live stock enter- 
prises are stressed. 

2. To supply human food. All so-called 
substitutes have been found wanting. 

3. To prevent waste in pasture, rough- 
age and by-product feeds. 

4. To maintain soil fertility. Here in 
America, our history has been one of ex- 
ploitation of our land, water, timber, min-

Following is a talk made by W. J. Ken- 
nedy, St. Joseph, Missouri, at the Second 
Annual National Conference of Percheron 
Judges and Breeders, Kansas City, Missouri 
on June 21-22, 1940. This discussion is well 
adapted to any and all classifications of live 
stock. 

“We have three classes of people at our 
live stock shows, namely: exhibitors of live 
stock; the judges and the ringside specta- 
tors. All three groups are necessary for the 
fulfillment of the purpose for which these 
shows were founded. This being true each 
group should be given full, just and fair 
consideration. Any inovation or plan, which 
will improve present day methods, should 
be put into actual operation. 

“The subject assigned me is more or less 
a controversial question. The ringside 
spectators on a whole are very much in 
favor of the idea. The major portion of 
the opposition comes from exhibitors and 
judges. Some exhibitors don’t like the idea 
of having the defects in their animals ex- 
posed to the public eye. There are some of 
our judges, who because of timidity or 
modesty, dislike to criticize the animals 
competing for prizes. If our judges said 
only complimentary things about the ex- 


hibits, there would be but little or no opposi- 
tion to the idea. Some of the sting can 
easily be prevented by a preliminary state- 
ment from the judge, that no animal is 
perfect in every respect. That our first 
prize winners and champions only approach 
perfection. That each and every one of them 
could be improved in some particular point 
or points. Then, too, the judge should al- 
ways recognize the good points in the ani- 
mal first, then point out the defect in a 
fair and courteous manner. When such a 
procedure is followed both the owners and 
the ringside spectators are usually well 
satisfied. 

“In my opinion, there are, at least, three 
good reasons why judges should publicly 
make known their reasons for each and 
every placing made in each class judged. 

1. A public statement by the judge, as 
to why he placed each and every animal in 
the class, is his self-protection. It affords 
him an opportunity to explain to the specta- 
tors and the exhibitors why he made each 
decision. They may or may not agree with 
him, but they do know why he made the 
placings and that is a real protection to any 
honest and conscientious judge. 

2. It is a real protection and safe-guard to 


If a judge cannot give fair- 


not a fair and impartial judge. There are 
usually some fair and competent critics at 
the ringside of every worthwhile show, who 
are thoroughly capable of following and 
accurately interpreting the statements made 
by the judge or judges. 


8. Where reasons are accurately given 
they add very materially to the educational 
value of the show. Ringside spectators 
both young and middle-aged, have learned 
many useful and highly valuable lessons by 
attending shows, where plain and under- 
standable reasons were given by the judge 
of the show. The procedure, as a rule at- 
tracts and maintains a much larger ring- 
side audience of really worthwhile people 
than in the case where the classes are just 
placed and no reasons given. 


“It is my opinion, that the plan is very 
constructive and useful from an educational 
standpoint and that our shows will be im- 
proved when this procedure is more gener- 
ally adopted at our shows.”

eral and game resources and westward 
movement. In Missouri as in Iowa much land 
suited only to pasture and timber has been 
put under the plow. We need to develop 
a realization for that which has become 
a tradition in some of the older countries— 
that land is a heritage to be preserved for 
future generations. Grass, if properly man- 
aged and used, can become here as in Eng- 
land one of the most profitable crops. Too 
often pastures are the most neglected areas 
upon our farms. 

5. To distribute labor throughout the en- 
tire year. 

6. To make possible more complete use 
of managerial ability in the operation of the 
farm as a business enterprise. 

7. To make possible a more prosperous 
and permanent agriculture. 

In finding a market for grass and rough- 
age of increased acreage, and improved 
quality, we turn, of course, to live stock 
because this is our only profitable market. 
Here in Missouri, your Animal Husbandry 
Department under the leadership of Pro- 
fessor Trowbridge has done and is doing 
excellent work in promoting more profita- 
ble live stock production and marketing. 
Beef Cattle Offer Many Outlets for Grass. 

Beef Cattle enterprises may consist of one 
or a combination of the following types of 
programs: 

a. Keeping a breeding herd to produce 
feeder calves. 

b. Keeping a breeding herd for the pro- 
duction of finished baby beeves. 

c. Purchase of calves or older cattle 
from the range and using farm feeds in 
finishing them for market. 

d. Breeding pure bred cattle. Growing 
feeder cattle is not the most profitable en- 
terprise for marketing grass on average 
sized farms. On small farms the income 
from the sale of feeder calves is insufficient. 
Average sized farms in Missouri and lowa 
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can not compete with the more efficient and 
economical range production on large acre- 
ages. 

However, there is a place for a small 
herd of beef cattle used in the production 
of baby beeves. Many farmers maintain 
herds of twelve to twenty beef cows as a 
part of a fairly well balanced live stock 
business. On most of these farms a few 
hogs and some sheep contribute to the farm 
income. 

The Iowa Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion has recently published Research Bulle- 
tin 272 which reports the results of a study 
of beef production on southern Iowa farms. 

It was found that the farmers who made 
the greatest profit had the calves dropped 
in the spring and ran them with the cows 
until weaning in the fall. They were then 
put on feed and finished either in dry lots 
on grain or carried over until grass and 
then finished for market on grass and grain 
for the next fall’s market. This plan util- 
izes grass and roughage by the cow herd 
and requires only fifty to sixty bushels of 
corn to finish each baby beef. 

In the study it was found that the man- 
agerial ability of the man was more im- 
portant than the levelness or roughness of 
the land and the proportionate amount of 
grass and crop land. Sixteen of the thirty- 
eight owner-cooperators rented additional 
land. The farmers who fed the smallest 
proportion of their feed supply to the breed- 
ing herd and who used the grain crop pri- 
marily for the calves to heavier weight and 
higher finish had an income of $41.39 per 
cow as compared to $24.53 per cow where 
a large part of the grain went to the cow 
herd. These farmers had a 91% calf crop 
to 82% calf crop on farms where more 
grain was fed to the cow herd. 

On the basis of 1932-33 prices, the cost 
of the calves at weaning was as follows:

Baby beef production is practical and 
profitable on many southern Iowa and Mis- 
souri farms. An increasing number of Iowa 
farmers are now using Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls on their herds of grade dairy cows. 

Many farmers find it profitable most 
years to buy range produced calves and 
older cattle. In 1939 Iowa farmers bought 
approximately one and one-third million 
head of feeder cattle shipped into the state 
while in the average year 650,000 to 750,000 
head are brought in for feeding. 

Comparatively few farmers make the 
breeding of pure bred cattle their major en- 
terprise. 

Improving Aberdeen-Angus Cattle. 

The success of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
meeting production conditions on our beef 
producing farms and in supplying the qual- 
ity beef demanded by consumers who are 
rapidly becoming more “quality-conscious,” 
can be traced back to the qualities given 
the breed by Hugh Watson and William Me- 
Combie. The modern type conforms with 
present demands for early maturing, quick 
fattening, thick, smooth carcasses. 

We have made progress in outward ap- 
pearance. However, it is more difficult 
to evaluate such important characteristics 
as (1) efficiency of feed utilization, and (2) 
quality of carcass. 

The United States Department of Agr- 
culture in conducting tests with pure br 
steers has found wide variation in feed 
consumed per 100 pounds of gain. In expe- 
rimental work it was found that the range 
for all calves was 300 pounds to 473 pounds, 
which means that the poorest calves re- 
quired 60% more feed than the best calves 
for each 100 pounds of increased weight.

Secretary Brockman’s Address. 

The following discussion was presented 
by L. W. Brockman, secretary of the How- 
ard County Aberdeen-Angus Breeders As- 
sociation at the state Aberdeen-Angus pic- 
nic held near Estill, Missouri, August 9, 
1940: 

“In 1882 two prominent men of Howard 


County—Wallace Estill and Hugh W. Elliot 
both of Estill, Mo., formed a partnership 
and established a herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. From this herd, Dot, a steer was 
grand champion of the fat stock show in 
Chicago in 1888. In 1883 this firm import- 
ed seventy head of breeding cattle from 
Scotland. 

“Many State Fair winners were produced 
from this herd—this partnership was later 
dissolved, each continuing to improve their 
respective herds. Polar Star 22867 was us- 
ed extensively in Mr. Elliot’s herd. Eona 
Elliot 33743 sired by Polar Star, became 
the grandam of Earl Marshall. Another 
Elliot cow, Elga Elliot 29th 274052 became 
the dam of Revolution 100th 429423. These 
are but a few of the Elliot cattle that were 
to play an important part in the improve- 
ment of the breed. 

“Wallace Estill also continued extensive 
breeding with his herd and produced some 
wonderful cattle, he also showed quite ex- 
tensively. An interesting little story was 
told by a friend of Mr. Estills. Visitors 
came from far and wide to select cattle 
from the Estill herd, always endeavoring to 
secure the most fashionabie families. They 
would inquire what this individual was, and 
then that one, and so on. Then when they 
had chosen a fashionable family, Mr. Estill 
would say to his herdsman:—‘Well, Bob, 
(Bob Johnson) let them take the papers 
and we will keep the cattle.’ Heather Lad 
2d 7695 undefeated bull of his day and sire 
of champions was in the Estill herd and us- 
ed there. He was secured from the Tur- 
lington herd and was first prize aged bull 
at the World’s Columbian Exposition at 
Chicago in 1893. Gay Blackbird, Gay Lad 
and 10th Laird of Estill, were great bulls 
produced in this herd. In 1900 the herd 
was dispersed—the seventy-two head aver- 
aged $579.00 going to eleven states. Lucia 


Estill the dam of Gay Lad sold for $2800.00 
to W. A. McHenry, of Denison, Iowa—a rec- 
ord price at auction for females at that 
time. Black Knight of Estill 9th sired by 
an imported bull sold for $2100.00 to W. B. 
Seeley, Mt. Pleasant, lowa—this established 
a new high for a bull calf. Mr. McHenry 
also purchased the bull, 10th Laird of Estill 
whose grandson and grandam produced 
Earl Marshall. It is interesting to note that 
Blackcap Revolution traces back three times 
to 10th Laird of Estill. 

“Both Mr. Elliot and Mr. Estill served as 
President of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders Association, both being charter 
members. Every breeder of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle in the entire United States owes 
a tribute to the memory of Wallace Estill 
and Hugh W. Elliot the first breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Howard county, 
Missouri. 

“Other pure bred herds were established 
in the county as time went on. In 1899 J. 
D. Blackwell established a herd. About 
1900 McLachlan Bros. and Johnson estab- 
lished a herd and showed many first prize 
winners at the leading fairs. Lord Roberts 
2d (produced in this herd) was Junior 
champion bull at the American Royal in 
1905. The McLachlan brothers—Luke, Pe- 
ter, Alec, Jim, Robert and Bob Johnson 
were good judges, feeders and showmen of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

“The present herd is now owned by Rob- 
ert McLachlan, a highly respected member 
of our present county association. In 1902 
James Innes and son established a herd and 
later purchased from McLachlans_ the 
young show bull Lord Roberts 2d who sired 
for them a number of prize winning calves. 
Among them Proud Roberts, champion 
grade or cross bred steer under one year 
old at the Chicago International in 1909. 
This herd is now owned by our present 
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py cw. mecambot Light Weight Calves vs. Heavy Weight Yearlings in Feed Lot 


Experience indicates that young cattle 
make more profit than older cattle. Since 
there has been considerable demand for 
more definite experimental data along this 
line, the Kansas Agricultural Experiment 
Station took advantage of an opportunity 
that presented itself in the fall of 1939 to 
compare lightweight calves and _ heavy- 
weight yearlings in the feed lot. 

Both lots were fed the same feeds— 
ground shelled corn, cottonseed meal, Atlas 
silage, ground limestone, and prairie hay 
during the latter part of the feeding period. 
Prairie hay was fed only because it looked 
as though we might not have enough silage 
to last through to the end of the test if 
used alone as the roughage portion of the 
ration fed. Other experiments conducted 
at the Kansas Station indicate that these 
cattle would have done as well if no dry 
roughage had been added. 

It is usually thought that the good qual- 
ity calves should be fed about 200 days 
and good quality yearlings about 150 days 
to secure the most profitable finish on a 
winter feeding basis. The calves in this 
test were started on November 7, 1940 and 
were full fed 218 days. The yearlings start- 
a on January 2, 1940 and were full fed 162 

ays. 

Lot 1—the calves—charged into the ex- 
periment at $10 a hundred; averaged 392 
pounds per head in weight when the experi- 
ment started; consumed a daily per head 
average of 9.54 pounds of ground shelled 
corn, 1.5 pounds of cottonseed meal, 1/10 
pound of ground limestone, 9.55 pounds of 
Atlas silage, and 1 pound of prairie hay the 
last ' days of the 218 day full feeding

county association president, J. F. Innes. 

Shortly after, other herds were establish- 
ed until today we have twenty-eight herds 
of registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
Howard county. I think I am safe in say- 
ing that 80% of the cattle produced in How- 
ard county are Aberdeen-Angus. In August 
1938 we organized our Howard County Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders Association and 
held our first sale in April 1939 and again 
in April 1940. 

“In the spring of 1940 a 4-H cow club 
was organized here in the county for the 
young boys and girls, and as an association 
we are lending all the help possible to this 
young club. 

“Next month at Fayette, Missouri, Sep- 
tember 18th, at the fall festival the mem- 
bers of this club will have their first chance 
to compete with one another, with the calf 
they have produced from their registered 
Aberdeen-Angus cow, for a nice cash prize. 

“Other classes, for the other breeders of 
the county will be held on the same day and 
last year being the first, we hope to even 
be able to have more good Aberdeen-Angus 
on display than a year ago. 

“In conclusion, we as members of the 
Howard County Association expect to keep 
up in this part of the State, the interest and 
activities in the best of breeds, Aberdeen- 
Angus.”

even on calf plus feed cost $8.46 a hundred; 
the appraised value $10.25 a hundred, Kan- 
sas City basis; and the return over and 
above calf cost and feed cost $8.92 a head. 

Lot 4—the yearlings—charged into the 
experiment station at $9 a hundred, averag- 
ed 843 pounds per head in weight when the 
experiment started; consumed a daily per 
head average of 14.85 pounds of ground 
shelled corn; 242 pounds of cottonseed meal; 
1/10 pound of ground limestone; 18.86 
pounds of Atlas silage, and 1 pound of 
prairie hay the last 50 of the 162 day feed- 
ing period. In this lot the gain was 2.63 
pounds per head daily; the cost of gains 
$9.26 a hundred; the price at home neces- 
sary to break even on yearling cost plus 
feed cost $9.09 a hundred; the appraised 
value $10.50 a hundred, Kansas City basis, 
and the return over and above yearling cost 
plus feed cost $8.37 a head. 

A summarization of the more important 
items relating to this experiment follows: 

1. The calves and yearlings used in this 
test were raised on the Matador ranch in 
Texas. 

2. The calves arrived at the Kansas Agri- 
culture Experiment Station in October, 
1939. 

3. The yearlings arrived at the Kansas 
Station as calves in October, 1988. During 
the winter of 1938-39 they were fed silage 
made from Atlas Sorgo from which the 
grain had been removed and 1 pound of 
cottonseed meal per head daily. They were 
grazed on the Station’s bluestem pastures 
during the grazing season of 1939. From 
November 15, 1939 to January 1, 1940 they 
were fed 1% pounds of cottonseed cake per 
head daily on the dry bluestem grass pas- 
ture. 

4, Each lot was fed the same feeds but 
the yearlings required 26 per cent more 
grain and 60 per cent more silage to pro- 
duce 100 pounds of gain than the calves. 
The cost of gains was 30 per cent greater 
for the yearlings than for the calves. 

5. The necessary selling price per cwt. to 
break even at home was $0.90 greater than 
initial cost per cwt. in the case of the year- 
lings but $1.54 per ewt. less in the case of 
the calves. 

6. The yearlings were charged into the 
test at $1.00 per cwt. less than the calves; 
gained approximately % pound more per 
head daily than the calves; and were ap- 
praised at $0.25 more than the calves at the 
end of the test, yet the yearlings returned 
$0.55 per head less than the calves fed the 
same ration. Furthermore, the yearlings 
(now two-year-olds) had reached a stage of 
finish and weight that necessitated market- 
ing in the very near future to avoid exces- 
sive increase in gain costs, whereas the 
calves (now yearlings) would continue to 
make relative cheap gains for _ several 
months. THIS TEST ADDS FURTHER 
EVIDENCE TO THE ADVANTAGES OF 
CALVES OVER OLDER CATTLE IN THE 
FEED LOT.

It is with an apology to the Texas breed- 
ers that I write; for with all good intentions 
of spending a full day with them on July 
28th at the Gowdy Ranch, the trend of 
events gave only a few short hours in their 
company. 

Earlier in the month Dad and I planned 
on flying down to the Gowdy Ranch for the 
Texas Breeders bar-b-que and picnic meet- 
ing, but at the last moment he was forced 
to remain at home and I picked up one of 
my pilot friends, Paul Swope, and together 
we made our way to the airport by two 
o’clock Friday afternoon, July 26th. 

It might just as well have been Friday 
the 13th so far as our luck was concerned 
for we were forced to delay our trip until 
nearly six o’clock because of a faulty mag- 
neto which functioned just enough to be 
aggravating, however we did get away late 
that day and made it in to the Rosecran 
Field at St. Joe, Missouri, not being able to 
reach the Kansas City Field as a cold front 
was moving in from the northwest, bring- 
ing rain and early darkness. 

The breeders of southern Iowa and north- 
ern Missouri will remember that night, for 
many barns were unroofed and trees up- 
rooted by the force of this storm, the re- 
port of which we read in the morning pap- 
ers, and substantiated for ourselves on our 
way back home over this territory. 

Saturday morning we were out to the 
field at daybreak intending to leave early 
but again the low, dark clouds obscured the 
sky and we were forced to wait until nine 
o’clock before leaving the field, picking up 
perfect weather on into Fairfax Field, Kan- 
sas City, at which time number two mag- 
neto again blinked out and let us down in 
Kansas City where we were promised 
speedy repairs, but due to the good old 
custom of not working Saturday afternoons 
in Kansas City we were lucky to get away 
again that evening, at prompt six o’clock 
Saturday night and a long ways from 
Jacksboro, but the day’s flying is a trifle 
longer southwards and we managed to get 
as far as Chanute, Kansas that evening, we 
who had planned on spending half this day 
in Fort Worth and riding to the Gowdy 
Ranch with Mr. Frank Leffingwell of Dallas 
on Sunday morning. Mes 

It was a long way to our destination and 
we were a trifle disgusted, with the trend of 
things, but not discouraged for the ship 
had been working perfectly since leaving 
Kansas City. We were in hopes of reach- 
ing some nearby stop in time to get to the

bar-b-que around noon, knowing that most 
of the entertainment would be after lunch. 

Sunday morning we were up at dawn and 
into a relatively clear sky, bucking a head- 
wind, for the wind that prevails in that 
country is out of one hundred and eighty 
degrees on the compass card, straight south 
to north and did not help us along one bit 
on this last leg of the trip. However, be- 
fore eleven o’clock we were entering the 
state of Texas, having crossed part of Kan- 
sas and all of Oklahoma, sighting the Ar- 
buckle mountains just north of Ardmore a 
short time before, and crossing over the 
eastern tip of this ridge.

Yours Truly Makes Late Arrival 


At the Ardmore airport we received last 
minute information on the country we were 
to cross in northern Texas. The operator 
of that field had been down that way only 
two times and was not much enthused in 
sending us over the route, for it was a deso- 
late country, few roads and no towns over 
distances of perhaps fifty or sixty miles. A 
compass course must be laid with much care 
in order to come out within sight of the 
emergency field at Bowie, the closest spot 
we could reach by plane. 

We had been making fair time and could 
not see ourselves being delayed further by 
any reports on the country, which had been 
described to me in a letter from Mrs. Gowdy 
as the “rough lands of Texas”. 

Mrs. Gowdy’s report was indeed accurate 
for we flew for minutes at a time over much 
country without roads of any kind, steep 
hillsides covered with postoak timber. We 
saw several fields along the way that looked 
level enough for a landing, but found later 
that most of these contained cut over mes- 
quite brush, whose stumps were not discern- 
able from the air, and most ruinous to a 
landing. 

At one o’clock we located the emergency 
field at Bowie, which we would never have 
chosen for a landing had there not been a 
ship staked out near a temoprary hanger 
made from a remolded barn. The only 
windsock for this field was an air-electric

machine, so we circled, dragged the field 
once and next time around came in for q 
landing, using a burst of engine just once 
in order to lift the machine over a little 
gulley at the north end of the field. 

It was a pretty landing for a rough field 
as the long grass shortened the landing ryn 
to about one hundred feet. Our only worry 
now was whether or not we could get run ; 
enough on this short field for a take-off 
but we decided to let this worry remain 
with the ship, which we pulled over close to 
the fence and tied down with a short piece 
of electric light cord holding the tail firmly 
in to the wind against a short stake driven 
into the sandy soil. 

On this field I had my first encounter 
with Texas sandburs, which indeed hamper. 
ed my movements, being clothed in a light 
slack suit and low oxfords. A few hours 
after this I made acquaintance with needle 
grass, my first encounter, and I hope m 
last, for it is not made to be tampered with 
unless clothed in boots and breeches. 

As near as we could figure from our 
maps, and the general location of the 
Ranch as given me by letter, we were about | 
twenty miles from the Gowdy farm. We 
comandeered a car and a driver, a young 
fellow who had lived all his life at Bowie, 
and started in the general direction of the ie 
festivities. | 

When I say general direction, just that . | 
is meant, for no road runs directly between * 
two points in this part of the state. Our | 
driver ventured to state that he had never 
been that far from Bowie in this direction, 
and after making stops at nearly every 
house we found one man who seemed to 
know the way to Gowdy’s, but after follow- 
ing his directions will state that his direc- 
tions were not what they were cracked up 
to be. 

We drove nearly forty miles to go twenty, 
finally opened a gate and started across

is a prepotent strain of bulls without 
doubt, and Georkin is carrying on the good 
work in himself and in his offspring—a 
good bull. The Dunira females seemed 
somewhat more spotty this time than when 
I saw them last, but there were many ex- 
cellent individuals. One group of two year 
old and yearling heifers especially stood 
out, and most of these were by Portman; 
the best two being Pride 15th of Dunira, 
second in class at the Highland, and Pride 
14th of Dunira, almost if not quite as good. 
Another beautiful heifer here was Butiaba 
of The Burn, third in class at the Highland, 
and if I remember correctly by Korona of 
Dunira. Erman of Dunira was a great sire, 
one of the greatest of late years it seems 
to me: for beside the individual winnings of 
his sons, here were three groups of truly 
outstanding females, at Doonholm, at Dun- 
ira, and at The Burn, by three separate 
sons of Erman. 

Lord Forteviot was preparing to hold a 
dispersion sale of his Dupplin castle herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and we stopped in 
to look them over. We were met by the 
manager, Mr. M’Kerchar, who was up to 
his ears in work. Not only were several 
government vets there testing cattle for the 
sale, but also preparations were going for- 
ward at a great rate for a large garden 
party to be held the next day in the castle 
grounds for some charitable purpose; so we 
did not stay long. However, we saw the 
stock bulls, Erricson of Bleaton, not a bad 
sort; and Jeffy Eric, once first in class at 
Perth, but a bull with a terrible head. Not 
a few of the heifers were very good, and 
there was one excellent one whose name 
forget, but I think she was bred at Ballin- 
tomb. Perhaps of most interest was the 
cow Betty Black of Ballintomb, breed cham- 
pion at the Highland a couple of years back. 
Betty Black was obviously in untouched 
field condition, not the way we would pre- 
pare a cow for a sale. I believe Betty Black 
has the greatest quarter that I have ever 
seen on a cow. I head later from M’Kerchar 
that she had unfortunately failed the test. 

Our next stop was at the Auchterarder 
House herd, property of Mr. Andrew Thom- 
son Reid. Mr. Arthur Grant, brother to 
John Grant at Doonholm, is manager here. 
Mr. Grant has about the finest way wit 
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d of showing cattle during a walk 
oe fields, of anyone that we met 
the trip. It seemed as though he were 
= old personal friend of every beast we 
yal and not only the old brood cows, but 
oon all the skittish young things of the 
herd, let him walk right up to them, and pat 
them and straighten them out or do what he 
wished with them. It was a pleasure just to 
watch. Also the herd seemed to have im- 
proved considerably in the past few years. 

The first animal we saw was the heifer 
Kindella of Auchterarder, who had _ just 
won first in class at both the Highland and 
the Royal. This two year old is by Enter- 
prise of Gloagburn; and is in every way a 
proper beast. Old Jarvie Eric, the High- 
jand champion stock bull, was gone; but in 
his place were three good ones, Eurite of 
Harviestoun, a bit lame and out of his 
shapes at the time, Petronian of Dalmeny, 
and Eurotus of Auchterarder, who stood 
second in class at the Highland. The cow 
herd was excellent, and included quite a 
few cows well along in years but apparently 
with plenty of milk, for the calves were not 
only very good, but in fine shape. Several 
of the yearling and two year old heifers 
were outstanding, especially Gorina of 
Auchterarder, fourth at the Highland, and 
Bridget of Auchterarder, and one Black 
Beauty of The Laws. 

Auchterarder House has throughout the 
grounds some of the finest rhododendrons 
and other evergreens imaginable. 

The next morning bright and early I 
drove out to Gloagburn, the home of Mr. 
John Niven, and found him there with the 
cattle. Here I saw two very good stock 
bulls, both with the meat where you want 
it, and with the character to back it up, the 
character that spells prepotentcy. The first 
of these bulls was Enthusiast of Bleaton, by 
Justice Eric; and the other was Barentz of 
The Burn, by Korona of Dunira. This was 
very interesting, because of the extremely 
favorable impression Mrs. Bailey and I had 
formed of Justice Eric, and of the cows at 
The Burn by Korona of Dunira. I certainly 
think this pair of bulls ought to help Gloag- 
burn to not only maintain but improve its 
position. 

As we walked out to the cows, a large 
bunch of golden plover got up from the 
field, the first I had seen. The cow herd is 
of high quality; and again I was impressed 
by the large number of old cows, cows four- 
teen or fifteen, that seemed to be producing 
and suckling as well as the young belles. 
May all good luck go with Mr. Niven, he 
has a pleasant outfit. 

From Perth we drove to Harviestoun, 
through miles of rolling moor, covered in 
good part not by the heather, but by brack- 
en, that great fern which creeps over the 
hills, destroying the feed for both game and 
stock as it goes. The Scotchmen are con- 
siderably worried by the spread of the 
bracken menace, for it is a difficult pest to 
combat. 

Mr. Kerr was away cruising among the 
Western Isles, but Mr. Henderson was 
there, and took us about. First we went to 
the three herd bulls. The first was Euri- 
pides of Balfron, “With singular disregard 
for my criticisms Euripides of Balfron has 
Just had one son made champion at Perth, 
and another reserve.—G. K. B.” and I did 
not take to him, he lacked masculinity and 
style; the second was Jew Eric, and I took 
to him much less, for he had a terrible head 
and little to back it up; while the third was 
a full brother to the Perth champion Fira- 
dakin of Dalmeny, and this bull was much 
aot, and may turn out to be a really good 


_The yearling heifers were good, but con- 
sidering the herd I was walking through, 
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they were a disappointment; and I was not 
even particularly thrilled by Erinia of Har- 
viestoun, who had just shortly before won 
the senior yearling class at the Highland. 
But when we went to the cows, we were 
back at Harviestoun. Those cows are won- 
derful, great thick, deep matrons with the 
quality just shining all over their hides. 
There were many Juana Ericas, but I could 
not see that they were any better than 
many of those other great Harviestoun 
cows. Julie Erica was there. We saw her 
first just after she was first made Highland 
champion—later she twice again attained 
that great honor—and at that time I 
thought she was the most beautiful cow in 
the world. Now she still has the deep thick 
smooth rectangular body; but her head does 
not quite seem to fit. 

There were several good two year olds, 
perhaps especially Ethica of Harviestoun, 
and Erska of Harviestoun, a daughter of 
Euripides of Balfron who stood second to 
Kindella of Auchterarder at the Highland. 

An account of an inspecton trip such as 
this one is of no interest unless the writer 
puts things down about as he sees them; so 
I am trying to praise where I felt admira- 
tion, and to criticize where I felt disappoint- 
ment. Now that Ballindalloch is gone, no 
herd in Scotland should be or could be 
greater than Harviestoun. I hope Mr. Kerr 
will not think me too fresh should he ever 
read this if I suggest that he and a number 
of other Scotchmen should go straight to 
Bleaton and start fighting over Rosario of 
Ballindalloch. 

From Harviestoun we drove south to 
Edinburgh, where we did not even have 
time to walk up to the castle. For the next 
morning we went to Dalmeny, the estate of 
Lord Rosebery, located just a few miles out 
of the city where the Forth bridge carries 
three hundred trains a day across the Firth 
of Fourth. And at Dalmeny we found Jack 
Sinclair, manager there as his father was 
before him. Mr. Sinclair is a real cattle- 
man, and is doing wonderfully well in the 
job of improving the greatly enlarged Dal- 
meny Aberdeen-Angus herd. Five or six 
years ago both Shorthorns and Aberdeen- 
Angus were maintained at Dalmeny; but 
about the time of the Ballindalloch disper- 
sion sale Lord Rosebery decided to sell off 
all the Shorthorns and double the size of the 
Aberdeen-Angus herd. He purchased some 
of the best of the fine old Ballindalloch 
females as well as some of the younger 
heifers; and the herd today is very largely 
Ballindalloch in background. For some 
years the stock bull Bellerophon of Ballin- 
dalloch was used. This bull was by Romu- 
lum of Ballindalloch out of Behestful Maid 
of Ballindalloch, being a full brother to our 
Behest Maid of Ballindalloch, secured at 
the dispersion; while Behestful Maid of Bal- 
lindalloch was full sister to the great Boxer 
of Ballindalloch who brought 2000 gns., and 
for whom a much larger price is said to 
have been later refused. 

I have not said much about show records 
in the various herds visited, nor will I now. 
It will be enough to say here that Dalmeny 
has been extraordinarily successful of late 
years. 

We went first to a field of cows headed 
by the stock bull Jerkin of Bleaton, a son 
of Justice Eric. Here was a fine demon- 
stration of the prepotentcy of that great old 
bull; for Jerkin resembles his sire in many 
ways, and while here again the meat is in 
the right places and carried smoothly, the 
important point is the character of the 
beast. A stock bull should somehow com- 
bine quiet ways with such a look of con- 
scious independence as to be almost trucul- 
ance. Jerkin has this look. He was in with 
a very good lot of cows. Around the edges 


of this field, as in most of the fields at Dal- 
meny, we saw scores of pheasants. Most of 
these hand-reared pheasants are sold to the 
game dealers after being shot—“Up goes a 
pound, off goes a penny, and down comes a 
shilling.” 

Next we went into a beautiful pasture 
with tall trees here and there, and an excel- 
lent band of cows with older heifer calves. 
Some of these calves, both by Jerkin of 
Bleaton and Bemaster of Dalmeny, were 
really outstanding. Perhaps the best cow 
with the best calf in the field was Eiraine 
2d of Dalmeny, by Eulsion of Ballindalloch, 
the calf being by Jerkin of Bleaton. But 
there were many grand cows and calves. 


We finally left this field with reluctance, 
and went to the barns, where we were met 
by Major Brebner, factor for the Earl of 
Rosebery. Several young bulls were led out 
for us, and I guess they were good ones 
that Mr. Sinclair will win with in the years 
to come; but I really did not pay a great 
deal of attention, on account of the fascina- 
tion of a bull that came toward me from the 
barn. This bull was unlike any that I had 
ever seen before. He was the greatest bull 
that I had ever seen anywhere. He was Be- 
master of Dalmeny, fresh from his cham- 
pionships at the Highland and the Royal. 
And I mean fresh. Here was no stodgy 
overfat ring-plodder. He was as vigorous 
and alert as a boy, but perfectly good na- 
tured. I could see no fault pronounced 
enough to be called a fault. He was deep, 
lowset and thick, and absolutely smooth 
from front to rear. He was perfect at the 
shoulder and behind, carrying his width un- 
swervingly over the heart to the great 
spring of rib and on back.. There was great 
length from the invisible hooks back, a 
great quarter with the meat coming away 
down in the lower thigh. The tail setting

pictures of the bombing, some taken by the 
Germans themselves, came out in this 
country. You probably saw this field of 
Dalmeny in those pictures. When we were 
there an aircraft carrier and many _ war- 
ships were lying at anchor right off the 
shore, with more coming in all the time. 
Down the Firth you could see the long lines 
of buoys on the submarine nets. As usual 
with an entire crop of yearling heifers, 
there were a few disappointments in this 
lot, but on the whole they were what you 
would expect from this herd. Later we had 
a most enjoyable tea with Major and Mrs. 
Brebner. I felt really pleased with this trip, 
and almost tired with all the good things of 
it. I couldn’t stand seeing two such bulls 
in one day: but no fear, on one ever will. 
It was very restful looking out over the 
beautiful garden of the Brebners’ toward 
the sunset over the Firth. 

The next day was the glorious twelfth of 
August, when all Britons put on plus fours 
and guns, and shoot grouse. I was supposed 
to be with Col. Kennedy and Bruce on their 
moor at Craigdhu, and my wife had pur- 
chased me a wonderful sort of trousseau in 
Edinburgh, complete from hob-nailed shoot- 
ing boots up through tremendously baggy 
plus fours, which I never wear and always 
rather snicker at, up up to noisily checkered 
shirts and ties, up up to a first class cap. I 
tried it all on, and liked it a lot. But I had 
to go back to Dalmeny and go through the 
entire herd again, which I did with great 
pleasure, and was glad to have to congratu- 
late Jack Sinclair again on the notable im- 
provements he had wrought upon the Dal- 
meny herd in the past five years. 


That afternoon we hurried across Scot- 
land to Doonholm, pulling up at the door 
just as the Col. and Bruce arrived home 
from the moor, sunburned and happy, with 
a hamper full of grouse, rabbits, hares and 
snipe. That evening I heard many tales of 
grouse and moors and stags. 


In the morning we went to Craigdhu. I 
was clad in my trousseau, and carried my 
old Greener duck gun, loaded with number 
51% shot, a size I had never seen before. We 
were to walk up the grouse all day. The 
line as formed for the morning walk con- 
sisted of the Col. at one end, then the keep- 
er McClennen with two Labrador dogs, then 
myself, then another keeper with one Lab- 
rador, with Bruce at the other end.

The 
heather was as bonny as could be, the sky 
was blue, and somewhere about an hour off 
before us was a cold moor spring that | 
could use right well.

But I am going 
to boast a bit at that, it is such a grand 
chance. I killed a few rabbits and missed

I understand they make 
very difficult shooting later in the season 
and when driven. Ah Mr. Sherman of Ben- 
nett’s Point, if you could only seen me on 
that bonny day of my youth, you who have 
watched me fire away so many shells at the 
cheerful healthy quail of Bennett’s Point. 

On Sunday we went to church in Alloway 
Kirk, and then walked home through the 
sunshine across the Brig o’ Doon and along 
the pretty little river, stopping every once 
in a while to look at a pool where the Col. 
or Bruce had caught a fish, or where Jimmy 
was going to catch one. 

The next day after going back through 
the Doonholm cattle we set out again, and 
this time Bruce was with us, driving one of 
the Doonholm cars, a big brute that went 
much faster than our little sewing machine, 
and made me shudder as it swung around 
curves and plunged through the innumer- 
able bicycles.

She is no deeper nor thicker than 
Gammer Ebenil—I do not think she could 
be—nor do I think she is any more heavily 
meated, if as heavily. But she is perhaps a 
trifle more cleanly cut; and I think that is 
what gave her the decision over the North- 


ern cow. 

Capt. Goodson himself is widely used as 
judge in the important British shows. 

It is a great pleasure to look at his work- 
shop and his works as a breed improver. 
Our time was too short. We saw some 
Suffolk rams there that were just like big 
pets. 

We left Kilham and drove through the 
charming Border country to Sandyknowe, 
where stands an ancient watchtower, from 
which in the old days many a shaggy Scot 
peerer over the valley, watching for what? 
the English, or perhaps his neighbor’s cat- 
tle. Here we found the Messrs. Templeton, 
busy with their sheep, some of the finest 
Oxford Downs and Border Leicesters in the 
world. I was in a great rush to keep an- 
other appointment at Dalmeny, so we did 
not stay long. This unfortunate hurry also 
caused us to miss seeing the fine herd at 
Stonefolds. But at least we saw some very 
good cows here, with three or four real 
tops, among them the dam of the Royal 
champion Egloss of Sandyknowe, a real 
beef cow. 

Again we made a review of all the Dal- 
meny cattle, noting among others the good 
old cow Bemusing Maid of Ballindalloch, 
dam of Bemaster of Dalmeny, and of 
Berette Maid of Ballindalloch, second prize 
aged cow at the Highland this year, and 
full sister to Bemaster. Then our car, by 
now called Bouncing Bet of Doonholm due 
to her stern action on uneven roads, carried 
us across country to the beautiful home of 
Mr. Norman P. Donaldson of Ballindalloch, 
Balfron. Mr. Donaldson was away in Glas- 
gow, but his daughter gave us a warm re- 
ception, showed us through the very lovely 
gardens where we found her son sleeping 
in his carriage, and gave us a large bunch 
of beautiful roses in a larger jar of water, 
which Mrs. Bailey carried from place to 
place for several days. 

By God, must all these sweet people be 
bombed or shot? Has our great nation no 
place, no power in the world to stop these 

orrors? Must our frontiers forever stop 
at the loopholes of our forts, as did those of 
the Kentuckians who stood off the savages 
of the beech woods, hardly knowing or car- 
ing about the struggles of the Vermont men 
with the savages of the pines? 

We then went to the cattle, and saw first 
the stock bull Enfield of Bleaton, a very 
solid sort of a beast, and in with the same 
type of useful cows. The heifers were a 
good lot, uniform, and with a couple of real 
toppers to set them off. The cattleman 
then took us to see the bull Ergo of Har- 
viestoun, who was quartered in a steading 
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by the cattleman’s cottage. In front of this 
home was his very cute little daughter, aged 
about two, playing in the dust, and with a 
considerable amount of grime on her little 
face and over her dress. We saw mother 
peeking through the window as Mrs. Bailey 
picked up the little girl to talk to her for a 
while. Then we went around the corner to 
the bull, who was quite an impressive good 
one but slightly mean about the head. And 
when we came around the corner again, 
what should we find with her finger in her 
mouth but the same little girl, all clean and 
polished like a fresh apple, with a neat 
little ribbon in her hair, a brand new 
starched pinafore, and spick and span little 
shoes and stockings. How such a complete 
transformation took place in such a short 
while I do not know. We went on through 
the rest of the cattle, and finally left with 
a very happy impression of Balfron. Just 
before we left we noted a very good cow, 
dam of the young stock bull Pricket of Bal- 
— that we were to see later at Fordhouse 
of Dun. 


_Northward we drove again, passing Har- 
viestoun on the way, where we climbed the 
fence to re-examine the yearling heifers. It 
seems a shame to write of this lovely land 
of Scotland without telling of the cities, the 
towns, the inns, the fine fields and woods, 
the mountains and little hills and the glens, 
the broad valleys and the rivers with their 
salmon pools and the coast with its fisher- 
ies, the combination of fruitful peace and 
windy wildness, the gulls following the 
plow, and all the other fine things that 
come to mind. But that would take a full 
book and more. We next stopped at Tilly- 
rie, the herd of Capt. R. M. Reid. Tillyrie 
has a very good purebred herd, but also 
maintains a number of cross and Highland 
cows for steer production—or should I say 
for feeder production, for there is no dis- 
crimination against heifers by the British 
butchers. One or two Shorthorn bulls are 
also keep for mating with Aberdeen-Angus 
cows to produce the iron grey steer so well 
liked on the London market. Tillyrie does 
very well at the Smithfield and Edinburgh 
fat stock shows, and we saw some of their 


Shorthorn cross and Highland cross win- 
ners, some of them two year olds. These 
beasts were very good indeed; but the old- 
est ones, that were being carried on to be 
shown another year, looked to me to be 
grossly overdone. 


The chief stock bull at Tillyrie is another 
son of old Justice Eric, Edmonton of Blea- 
ton, twice champion at the Highland. There 
is no reason for wondering at his record— 
he is a first class individual, very heavily 
fleshed everywhere, and carrying it with 
straight lines and a masterful air. And so 
again Justice Eric clicks into the picture 
with a reproduction of what a stock bull 
should be. Did I speak a bit harshly of 
some things at Harviestoun? Maybe so; 
but you cannot think of a picture of Scotch 
bulls today without putting old Justice Eric 
somewhere in the immediate foreground. He 
is one of the old type bulls of history like 
Prince of the Wassail, Junior Eric, Evilesco 
of Ballindalloch, Jorum of Ballindalloch, 
Prince Benson of  Ballindalloch—what 
stepping stones of breed history those 
names are, leading us across the marsh of 
breed retrogression into the high pastures 
of unknown possibilities of breed improve-

promise are bred to two or three good cows 
before being sold to South Africa or the 
Argentine or Germany or some Scotch herd 
or almost any corner of the earth—for they 
seem to go everywhere. Consequently every 
now and then Banks comes out with a 
winner by some bull that has perhaps had 
only a couple of calves in Scotland, and 
who is almost unknown individually, but 
who carries the broad stream of the herd 
blood in his veins—and usually he is a Gaf- 
fer of the grand old Gammer family, so 
named by Dr. Louis Beddie, another uncle 
of the family (you might say uncle of both 
the Beddie and the Gammer families). In 
other words, Banks is by no means a one 
bull outfit, for it not only keeps as a rule 
about three stock bulls for some seventy 
cows, but also uses the youngsters when they 
seem to have needed points. In my humble 
opinion the one bull outfit, strongly advo- 
cated by a few American breeders on the 
theory that you should put all your money 
into the best bull procurable, can never 
greatly advance breed improvement in the 
long run either in theory or in practice: for 
in theory no one bull can correct all faults, 
and in practice he does not. Notwithstand- 
ing which statement, some skillful fitters 
seem to do mighty well with one bull. 
After a great tea with roast beef and 
crumpets and scones and shortbread and 
fruitcake and practically everything that 
is supposed to make little girls as sweet as 
they are, we saw more cattle and then per- 
haps had a bit of whiskey, and then we 
leaned over a fence watching Gammer Ebe- 
nil and Gaffer Despot.

Then by goodness a single 
pigeon came my way from over the valley 
well up, and I fired and dropped him right 
in back of the blind. He was a fine ig 
bird, larger and heavier than a tame 
pigeon, and a strong flyer. I killed three 
more singles and then missed one. What. 
ever the British may think about their wood 
pigeon, I think he is a real game bird, wary 
swift, strong and beautiful. I hope I may 
shoot a pigeon above the Den Wood again, 


At dark we drove down to Peterhead on 
the coast to see Mrs. Taylor, Sandie’s gis. 
ter, and her husband Dr. Taylor, and their 
cute children. In the streets of Peterhead 
you can smell the delicious aroma of fresh- 
ly kippered herrings. At the Taylors we 
had tea for the ladies and a good bit of 
whiskey for the gentlemen, and then Dr, 
Taylor and Bruce started to talk fishing, 
Soon a fishing friend dropped in and the 
talk became more and more technical. It 
had started to rain outside with a note of 
persistency. It seemed that the sea trout 
were working strongly into a certain stream 
a few miles away.

Dr. Louis Beddie knows more about Ab- 
erdeen-Angus pedigree and history and 
anecdotes than almost any man in the world 
I guess. Also he has some thirty year old 
unblended Glenlevit. We settled down in 
easy chairs before a fire and started to 
talk. The good doctor poured the Glenlevit, 
and allowed no more than ten drops of pure 
water to the glass to be added, so that the 
flavor might not be ruined. It was the 
finest whiskey that I had ever had the privi- 
lege of tasting. We got the doctor started 
on the Gammer family, and the hours flew. 
Also the Glenlevit was poured. Some time 
after three o’clock the birds in the aviary 
started to carry on at a great rate, an 
we seemed to hear birds twittering and 
calling above the house. The doctor and 
I were too deep in Gammers, and I in Gler- 
levit, to pay much attention; but soon the 
other three called us down into the empty 
street. The rain had turned into a drizzling 
fog; and overhead in the dark was passing 
the greatest migratory flight of little hedg- 
lings and land birds that I had ever heard.

more and more speedily. 
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The cattle in the South are being rapidly improved. The 
demand is increasing for means to accomplish this work 
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pected to get 14 cents for them. This is the 
farm of Mr. Steele, president of the Metal 
and Steele Company of New York, who is 
using pasture and farm improvement 
methods. 

Before leaving Mechanicsville we visited 
Mattapany Farn, site of the first capitol of 
Maryland and now owned by George Wesch- 
ler. He is cultivating about a third of the 
1100 acres and is gradually replacing Here- 
fords with Aberdeen-Angus, with Prizemere 
250th as sire and forty pure bred cows. 

Queenstown was our next stop and no 
Aberdeen-Angus man who is in the East 
should miss visiting Blakeford Farms, own- 
ed by George Moffett and managed by 
capable and courteous Guy Harmon. Of the 
2300 acres, a third is pasture and gets 500 
pounds of phosphate top dressing yearly. 
Gorgeous gardens and wonderful lawns are 
maintained and the woods are preserved in 
their original form, because Mr. Moffett 
loves nature and preserves its beauties. 


Blakeford is noted for its great Guernsey 
herd and a system of in-breeding and line 
breeding is carried on that is attracting 
widespread attention. They also have made 
a real business out of raising Belgian 
horses. Jim Trapp manages the Aberdeen- 
Angus herd and the splendid quality and 
breeding is due in no small part to Angelo 
Pridelad, by Revolution Blackcap by Black- 
cap Revolution 6th. 


On the Seakale Hall Farm at Chester- 
town, William Davidson has installed a 
program calling for enough Aberdeen- 
Angus matrons to use the pastures, clovers 
and roughage. The herd bull is Buxton 
Andelot, sired by Glencarnock Buxton. 

At Whorton we visited Andelot, an event 
to which I had been looking forward with 
considerable expectancy and pleasure. Gov. 
McGregor had long been a close friend of 


mine and I had known Alan, his son, since 
he was a mere boy. Naturally, I wanted to 
see Alan and his family and renew our 
friendship. After a morning in the pastures 
we had a keen appetite but even so could 
not do justice to the huge meal Mrs. Mc- 
Grezor set before us. This undoubtedly ex- 
plains the remarkable girth of friend Alan. 

Andelot contains 2300 acres with large 
pastures for 200 splendid breeding cows. 
Alan insists on good blood and has produc- 
ed top cattle for many years. He is the 
first Aberdeen-Angus man in the East to 
tell us he used sweet clover as a pasture 
crop and recommends it highly, surely in 
Illinois we would not think of being with- 
out it. He keeps quality herd sires as 
judged by Glencarnock Buxton, Andelot 
Edictor, Andelot Blackcap Lad, and Ande- 
lot Elban. The Andelot slogan is: “You 
must use good bulls.” 

Still our pilot kept racing us through 
Maryland without giving more than an in- 
troduction to herds. There were scores of 
spring calves to be seen as we visited the 
2000 acre Oldfields Farm at Galena, owned 
by L. J. Horowitz and efficiently managed 
by K. A. Clark. In their herd are 300 breed- 
ing Akerdeen-Angus females all true to the 
same type, good quality and all being mated 
to splendid bulls of good breeding. 

Manager Clark makes a specialty of feed- 
ing the pastures limestone, phosphate and 
manure. He stores about 1500 tons of silage 
each year. Oldfields not only breeds good 
draft horses but uses them to furnish the 
power for this well managed and productive 
farm. 

We had all been looking forward with ex- 
pectancy to our visit to Wickwire at Earle- 
ville. Mr. and Mrs. Bailey received us cor- 
dially in their 200 year old house, set on an 
elevated point in the middle of pasture

Bemaster has style 
rarely equalled, a wonderful head, smooth 
as an apple and most pleasing to the touch 
Selection of this bull speaks well for Mr. 
Bailey’s judgment and it is my opinion that 
the calves produced will be keenly sought 
after. 

In all, we saw ten farms in Mar ' 
Monocacy, Cold Saturday, Ciamme, = 
Mary, Geo. Weschler, Blakeford, Andelot 
Seakale Hall, Oakfields, and Wickwire, and 
if they are representative, then it is no 
wonder that Maryland breeders can stage 
a snappy consignment sale at an average 
of $311.30 per head as they did at Frederick. 

I shall not say more about Maryland hos- 
pitality and least of all about the wonderful 
steak dinner with Ken Clark and George 
Bailey as hosts. For the steaks were be- 
yond my meager descriptive powers and | 
fear might cast doubts as to the accuracy 
of my remarks about Maryland’s Aberdeen- 
Angus herds, were I to attempt it.

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Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Cromwell Holliday, 
has a herd of ninety Aberdeen-Angus fe- 
males and good sires, headed by Eileenmere 
314th. This is another pasture farm de- 
monstrating that a well bred Aberdeen- 
Angus herd gives the most profitable mar- 
ket for pastures, clovers and waste crops on 
the farm. We have found throughout our 
trip of the farms visited, when stocked with 
well bred Aberdeen-Angus and using a past- 
ure program, are successful. 

McLaughlin, who manages the Aberdeen- 
Angus herd of Edward Jenkins on Redgate 
Farm, put on a real exhibition for us when 
he lined up four herd bulls, Prince Edward 
of Don Head, Berion of Woodcote, Rock 
Revolution and Bar Laddie. Not many farms 
can equal this and as a result, with a good 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus females showing 
care, quality and condition, groups of heif- 
ers of exceptional quality are found in good 
numbers. 

R. M. Dougherty’s Woodley Hall farms 
near Berryville have productive pastures, 
meadows and fields and a nice herd of reg- 
istered Aberdeen-Angus featuring fine 
bulls, but we shall carry away with us the 
remembrance of that 1820 farm house set 
down between the Blue Ridge range to the 
east and the Alleghanies to the west. 

Our tour director gave us no peace and 
away we went to another Berryville Aber- 
deen-Angus plant, the Annefield Farm 
where we gazed upon Ames Plantation Mar- 
vel, first in class as a calf at Chicago, first 
aged bull at Chicago, holder of nine junior 
championships and nine championships in 
the Middle West. The female herd numbers 
forty and a goodly portion of the 800 acres 
gets lime, phosphorous and manure treat- 
ment regularly with beneficial results. This 
is an exceptional herd. 

In the party when we visited Highlands, 
and most of the herds were the Clarks, Hen- 
drens, Tomhave, Morford, Brown, Richards, 
and myself and we were joined occasionally 
by Sam Fullerton, Bert Hays and Gay 
Quammen, the Aberdeen-Angus Journal 
Eastern representative. This 700 acre farm 
is divided evenly between cultivation and 
pastures, part of which are wooded. Here 
we found nearly 100 cows and heifers of 
breeding age and about forty quality calves 
although the herd which was only started in 
January of last year. It is already an im- 
portant factor in Aberdeen-Angus circles 
with two sires, Wicksmere 8th of Ada and 
Goery Marshall 8d, Centennial’s junior 
champion, and a most promising calf, a son 
of Black Eileenmere 5th out of Blackcap 
Betty Rio.

Their house sets on a hill over- 
looking miles and miles of beautiful scenery 
but only a year ago this was just a cornfield. 
Now the beautiful home has a wonderful 
lawn, shrubbery, gardens and is fringed 
with Japanese flowering cherry and flower- 
ing crab trees. The Foxes tell me they have 
never been so happy and contented, and with 
the aid of their efficient oe ae Sam A. 
Sullivan, they are making Highlands grow 
better crops, better grass and better Aber- 
deen-Angus and this improvement of farm, 
pasture, Aberdeen-Angus and home keep 
them busy and contented.

New York 

We of the Middle West, who think of New 
York in terms of a big city, are agreeably 
surprised once we get outside the confines 
of that proud metropolis to find we must 
readjust our concept to the great farming 
and rural communities of this state. 

Since our visit just preceded the New 
York State sale at Ithaca, we found many 
owners and managers of Aberdeen-Angus 
herds already on their way to that town 
with their consignments. Our first visit 
was to the Rally farms, the thousand acre 
grain and grass farm of Senator Bontecou.

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Hill Farm. He has seventy-five breeding 
cows on good blue grass pasture and the 
place seemed full of scampering calves. A 
well balanced program of pasture improve- 
ment was under way here as it seems to be 
generally throughout the Eastern and South- 
eastern States. Mr. Fuerst and his mana- 
ger, were also at the University town of 
Ithaca, getting ready for the Eastern States 
sale. The Globe Hill farm is a busy place 
and indicates good management. 

“Bethel next”, said Frank Richards and 
I immediately perked up, for I expected 
great things from Henry Jackson, with 
whom I had served on the Board of Direct- 
ors, and whom I had learned to admire and 
respect both as a man and as a judge of 
association affairs. 

Even though darkness and rain cut short 
our visit in the fields, it was long enough to 
show that Henry and his manager, Dale 
Fletcher, had lived up to our expectations. 
His 1500 acres are all devoted to blue grass 
pasture and wooded acreage except 400 
acres of crop land. The herd consists of 
140 cows and heifers of breeding age, and 
they are of good quality and breeding. His 
bulls are Bethel Perpetual, splendid son of 
Briarcliff’s fifteen year old Barbara’s En- 
sign, and Bandolier Anoka 7th. Altogether, 
it is an efficient and well managed farm. 

We stayed for dinner with the Jacksons 
and the Fletchers, they had invited neigh- 
bor Aberdeen-Angus breeders and wives, 
and Aberdeen-Angus was the major topic 
of conversation and along with the good 
dinner it was an enjoyable occasion. We 
left early Sunday morning to drive to 
Ithaca. I had the pleasure of riding with 
the Clarks of Lexington, Kentucky. It was 
a pleasant trip with fine weather, but Mr. 
Clark missed the entire sale next day as he 
was confined to his room for several days. 
It was nothing serious and he was again 
busy on his wonderful farm down in Ken- 
tucky in a few days. 

The New York breeders had a banquet 
Sunday evening in the Willard Straight 
Memorial Building at Cornell University, to 
which our group was invited. By the way 
Cornell has a fine breeding herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus on its experimental farm. The 
next day’s sale disposed of fifty-three head 
at an average of $298.00. The New York 
breeders take great pride in their organiza- 
tion and there is considerable rivalry, re- 
sulting in each breeder consigning a few 
choice head, thus making the average qual- 
ity of the sale very good. Immediately after 
the sale the Hendrons, Morford, Quammen, 
Hays, and our party consisting of Richards, 
Tomhave, Brown and I were homeward 
bound in various directions. Sorry we were 
compelled to leave Julius and Mrs. Clark at 
the hotel on account of Mr. Clark’s illness. 

Home Again 

Our trip was finished and Frank Richards 
got us under way at once, Tomhave, Brown 
and I having little to say in the matter. We 
stopped at Painesville, Ohio, Monday night, 
reached the Drover’s Journal office at Chi- 
cago by noon and I was on my own farm 
that night. Believe me, the Lantz Blackcaps, 
Juanas, Miss Burgess, Georginas, and Ericas 
still looked good. 

To one making an initial, intensive trip 
of this sort, as in my case, there will come 
many agreeable surprises. I warn the Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders of the Mississippi Val- 
ley corn belt area that they will have to be 
on their toes. Eastern breeders have been 
steadily picking up the best females at our 
public sales and they are using these with 
most carefully selected sires. These are the 
two fundamentals of a good herd, and when 
practiced simultaneously with a forward 
looking farm management program of past- 
ure, meadow and field improvement, it will 


not only make for outstanding resu 
the most satisfactory finnncial ——

‘6 factors in popularizing the vaccina- 
tion plan of calves for the control of Bangs 
disease. 

Up to the present time the cattle owner 
has in most states had the privilege of 
making a decision concerning the handling 


of his herd with reference to Bangs disease, 


in some states area testing similar to 
that pee for the control of tuberculosis of 
cattle has been started and it is quite evi- 
dent from the way the disease is being han- 
died by the Bureau of Animal Industry that 
there is a movement on foot to make the 
testing of cattle against Bangs disease com- 
pulsory. Many authorities and nearly all 
practicing veterinarians are of the opinion 
that this would be a very unwise thing to 
do and if carried out with our present 
method of blood testing would ruin the cat- 


tle industry. 


The Reason Control Officials object to the 
Vaccination Plan of Controlling 
Bangs Disease. 


The only argument that can be set forth 
by the live stock control officials for oppos- 
ing the vaccination plan of controlling 
Bangs disease is that they say it would in- 
terfere with the blood testing prgram that 
has been in effect for so many years. Their 
claim is that by use of Bangs vaccine in the 
cattle herd some of these animals would 
continue to react to the blood test for a 
considerable period of time and occasionally 
an animal might react throughout its nat- 
ural life to this blood test. They fail to 
take into account the fact that in many in- 
stances, even though these animals react to 
the blood test, they continue to give birth 
to normal, healthy calves and to produce 
satisfactorily. Just why it is such a serious 
thing for a heifer or cow to react to the

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blood test has never been properly explain- 
ed. The fact is that experimental evidence 
over the last twenty-five years proves con- 
clusively that the blood test for Bangs dis- 
ease is scarcely if any more reliable than 
50% when blood samples are tested at dif- 
ferent laboratories. For the reason that 
this test is so very unreliable in this respect 
it would seem that this argument against 
the vaccination plan is not of much import- 
ance. 

The following quotation was taken from 
a paper on contagious abortion read before 
the Twelfth International Veterinary Con- 
gress by Dr. W. E. Cotton, former super- 
intendent of Animal Disease Station, Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, U. S. Departinent 
of Agriculture: 

“Vaccination has not met with the favor 
of state authorities who are striving to 
eradicate the disease by the elimination or 
segregation of reacting animals, since it 
causes the animals to react to the agglutin- 
ation test for a time, and this naturally in- 
terferes with any program depending on 
the test for detecting animals that may be 
infected. With the use of a low-virulence 
vaccine and confining vaccination to young 
animals, it is hoped that this drawback will, 
in a large measure, be overcome, and that 
vaccination may become an important and 
useful aid not only in controlling but in 
eradicating the malady and possibly in re- 
ducing the danger of herd reinfection.” 

“Every effort should be made through 
controlled experiments and field trials to 
perfect practical methods of control and 
eradication along sanitary lines, but it 
should be remembered that the eradication 
of the disease from most countries will be 
a vast undertaking and that safe and ef- 
fective means of immunization, not only for 
negative animals in infected herds, but al- 
so for protecting those in noninfected herds, 
are greatly needed. Therefore continued 
studies of immunization appear to be a 
most profitable field for research.” 

In a booklet published by state veterinar- 
ian of Missouri, Dr. H. E. Curry, we quote 
the following: 

Calfhood Vaccination. 


This plan promises to be the most feasi- 
ble and economical procedure in the control 
of Bangs disease. Vaccination as a means 
of controlling Bangs disease has been suc- 
cessfully employed by members of the vet- 
erinary profession in field operations for 
some time, and many breeders realize and 
appreciate the value of veterinary service 
in connection with a plan of this sort. 

“Objections are made to the practice of 
vaccination for the reason that animals so 
treated will give a positive reaction to the 
agglutination test. That is true; however, 
the time or period over which this reaction 
may be present varies with the age of the 
animal at time of vaccination. Sufficient 
data are now on record conclusively to 
prove that when calves four to six or eight 
months of age are vaccinated with a spec- 
ially prepared vaccine such animals will 
give a negative reaction to the agglutina- 
tion test in from three to six months. Older 
animals carry the reaction over a longer 
period, but they eventually give a negative 
reaction.” 

Dr. Ash Lockhart, well known veterinar- 
ian, made the following statement with ref- 
erence to calfhood vaccination in January, 
1938: 

“By making use of calfhood vaccination 
it therefore is possible and practical to de- 
velop: First, disease-free herds; second, 
herds having high resistance to infection; 
third, this is accomplished without sacrific- 
ing valuable blood-lines—three desirable 
objectives, only one of which is attainable 
when blood testing alone is employed.”

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It would be possible to continue to give 
other similar statements with reference to 
calf vaccination all along the same general 
lines as those given here. 


Some Early Conclusions by American Auth- 
orities With Reference to Vaccination 
Against Abortion Disease. 

Statements made in the following quota- 
tions from some of the leading American 
authorities will further prove our conten- 
tion that vaccination against abortion in- 
fection has been seriously neglected and 
that had it received the attention its prom- 
inence warrants we would no doubt be much 
better off today as far as the control of 
this disease is concerned. The following 
quotations will be of interest: 

In the North American Veterinarian of 
June, 1924, Dr. John M. Buck, of the Path- 
ological Division of the United States Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, says: 

“The results obtained in our immunizing 
experiments have, however, led us to be- 
lieve that heifers, by proper vaccination, 
may be enabled to withstand an increased 
amount of Bacterium abortus exposure 
without contracting the malady and that 
this method of dealing with the disease 
may frequently be used to advantage in in- 
fected herds.” 

Dr. W. E. Cotton, Superintendent of the 
Experiment Station of the United States 
Bureau of Animal Industry, in the August, 
1924, issue of Veterinary Medicine, says: 

“T believe that abortion vaccine, provided 
it consists of a suspension of living abor- 
tion bacilli can be used to advantage but 
before using it the owner should be advised 
that it is not a perfect product and that its 
use still partakes somewhat of an experi- 
ment, that for some unknown reason it 
sometimes suddenly loses its potency and 
that too much should not be expected from 
Nag 

The following quotations are taken from 
Bulletin No. 55, issued by the University of 
Wisconsin, under the authorship of Drs. F. 
B. Hadley and B. A. Beach, and are as fol- 
lows: 

“A vaccine prepared from living cultures 
of the organism gave much better results 
when administered subcutaneously than in- 
travenously.” 

“Vaccine is a certain means of conferring 
active immunity and gives promise of being 
an effective means of control but when it 
should be used generally has not been de- 
termined.” 

“Infection carriers were not established 
as a result of vaccination and none were de- 
tected among the various cows which had 
aborted and recovered from the infection.” 

From the October, 1923, issue of the 
Journal of the American Veterinary Medi- 
cal Association, we take the following quo- 
tations credited to Drs. G. H. Hart and C. 
M. Carpenter, of the University of Califor- 
nia, which are as follows: 


“This would tend to show th i 
the time of parturition following na at 
tion are not eliminating the organism nee 
the genital tract.

We further quote from Dr. F, 
Chief in Veterinary Science, at the Vasey, 
ity of Wisconsin, as reported in the October 
1921, issue of the Journal of the American 
Veterinary Medical Association, as follows: 

_“The writer believes that these Wiscon- 
sin experiments warrant the conclusion that 
the abortion vaccine has a decided immun- 
izing value, especially for cattle of certain 
groups. The vaccinated cattle show a de- 
crease in both the abortion rate and the 
sterility rate. As a result there was an in- 
crease in the breeding efficiency of the 
treated over the untreated animals. This 
was particularly marked in the second ges- 
tation period. In some herds no abortions 
occurred subsequent to treatment.” 

One of the leading experiment workers 
with abortion disease in cattle in the Unit- 
ed States is Dr. I. Forrest Huddleson, of 
the Michigan Agricultural College, who te- 
ports in the February, 1921, issue of Jour- 
nal of American Veterinary Medical Asso- 
ciation where, in summarizing experiments 
conducted by him, he states: 

“In other words, there was a calving ef- 
ficiency in 1918 for the number of animals 
bred, of 88 per cent in the treated and 21 
per cent in the untreated; in 1919, of 96 per 
cent of treated, and 52 per cent in the un- 
treated animals. 

“These data apparently indicates a de- 
crease in the abortion and sterility rate of 
the treated animals and a marked increase 
in the breeding efficiency of the treated oy- 
cer the untreated animals.”

‘And who can say but that this condition 
contributed more than any other to the re- 
cent downfall of France. I am confident 
that it played a prominent part in bringing 
about this terrible catastrophe. The gallant 
Frenchmen who died at Verdun would never 
have abandoned Paris.

Few men 
have been more active in American Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Association affairs than 
has Mr. Thorne, who served several 
years as president of that organization. 
it was under his guiding hand that 
many of the sterling policies of the as- 
sociation were evolved and put into ac- 
tion. Determined that nothing should 
occur to mar the progress of the breed 
his watchful eye keenly observed go- 
ings on and suggested remedies were 
always forthcoming. 

In the establishment and careful, pru- 
dent management of Briarcliff Farms 
at Pine Plains, New York, Mr. Thorne 
surely contributed his portion toward 
today’s success so visible in the fast 
expansion of the breed throughout the 
Eastern portion of the United States 
and elsewhere. His practical demon- 
strations at Briarcliff are outstanding 
and have attracted the attention of 
good business men inclined toward ag- 
riculture and more especiaily the im- 
provement of the beef cattle of Amer- 
ica. It is not boasting, merely a fact, 
that the breed today owes much of its 
success to the maintenance of that 
wonderful herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle at Briarcliff Farms. It grieves 
us naturally to learn of Mr. Thorne’s 
retirement—all we can say is thanks 
for the splendid work accomplished, the 
many happy days spent together, the 
splendid cooperation given the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal, and the wish that 
Mr. Thorne’s days in retirement may 
be happy and most comfortable—and 
many, many of them. 

It was entirely in line with his poli- 
cies, his determination to accomplish, 
and his love for the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed, that Mr. Thorne should find a 
fine young man to carry on the splen- 
did work that he has so well establish- 
ed. This man is Mr. Anthony Drexel 
Duke, whom the Journal welcomes into 
the fraternity and pledges wholeheart- 
ed support in his endeavors to build 
still better. The Journal is happy too 
that Manager Samuel H. Morrison, so 
long in charge at Briarcliff for Mr. 
Thorne is to continue in managerial ca- 
pacity for Mr. Duke. To our way of 
thinking Mr. Morrison has carried a 
big job in splendid fashion. His knowl- 
edge of the cattle and the land will 
prove of inestimable value to Mr. 
Duke. Here’s the best of success to 
this pair of young men.

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herd numbered about three hundred head. 
Meantime, they were divided into two sec- 
tions, one of which was called the commer- 
cial herd, designed especially for the pro- 
— of prime beef for the New York 
rade. 

In 1927, Professor W. H. Pew joined the 
Briarcliff organization. Here he had a rare 
opportunity to put to practical use, his deep 
understanding of animal breeding problems. 
He remained in charge until his untimely 
decease in 1935, and Mr. Thorne accords to 
him, full credit for the substantial results 
obtained during that period. ‘There had 
been added to the herd from Hartley farm, 
a number of daughters of Blackcap Revolu- 
tion and Envidon of Glencarnock. From the 
Harrison & Ryan combination, was had a 
number of daughters and granddaughters of 
Earl Marshall and two sons of that history- 
making sire; Erwin Marshall and Black 
Revolution Marshall. By 1928, no less than 
twenty-one stock bulls were in service; the 
herd at that date, aggregating over six 
hundred head, not including calves at foot. 

During the summer of 1935, three great 
stock buils were lost: Revelerica, Envidon 
of Glencarnock, (he by Faultless Pass), and 
Briarcliff Protestor, a son of Barbara’s 
Ensign. The long list of sires used, also 
includes Revolution of Page 2d, an Inter- 
national grand champion, got by Blackcap 
Revolution. This bull sired, among other 
good things, Briarcliff Thickset, grand 
champion steer at the 1931 International. 
There should also be mentioned, Eventua- 
tion of Page, Chicago champion in 19380. 
The chief bulls used recently have been 
Briarcliff Prudent, by Revelerica; Briarcliff 
Mariner 3d and Barbara’s Ensign. 

It may be said that the entire program 
at Briarcliff has revolved about a studied 
plan to unite two favored lines of descent. 
Sons and grandsons of Ensign of Glencar- 
nock, through Black Balzac of Page and his 
sons, together with Barbara’s Ensign, have 
been bred to the progeny of sons and grand- 
sons of Earl Marshall. For this purpose, 
there was available one son and eight 
grandsons of Ensign of Glencarnock, two 
sons of Earl Marshall, seven sons and four 
grandsons of Blackcap Revolution. Line 
breeding was carried on both sides in the 
Balzac, Earl Marshall and Blackcap Revolu- 
tion progeny. For outcrossing, Mr. Thorne 
used Blackmere 4th, of Mr. Otto Battles 
breeding. Envidon of Glencarnock and 
Briarcliff Echo, both sons of Faultless Pass, 
and the latter out of a daughter of Ames 
Plantation Eminent. 

During the past ten years, Mr. Thorne 
has been an exhibitor at the Eastern States 
Exposition, Springfield, Massachusetts; the 
International and other shows. At the East- 
ern States, he has shown six grand cham- 
pion bulls, besides having bred the 1936 
champion shown from Bethel farm. During 
this same period, he has shown at Spring- 
field, six champion females. It should be 
stated that after the passing of Professor 
Pew, Mr. Thorne sold 1,400 acres, the east- 
ern portion of Briarcliff and practically 
one-half the cattle to Mr. Henry H. Jackson, 
now operating under the title of Bethel 
Farm. Professor Pew’s successor was Mr. 
Samuel H. Morrison, who has been at Briar- 
cliff for more than twenty years, and will 
remain with Mr. Duke, at least for the 
present. The new owner, a young man who 
graduated from Princeton, a few years ago, 
is to make Briarcliff his home and farming 
and cattle breeding his business. In this he 
will, of course, have the best wishes of all.
